UGH PUSAR, Prsaz, or Pupsty ( de Puteaco) for thus his 
Name is variouſly written, ſucceeded IWWilliam de St. Barbara (who 
dicd in November 1152) in the See of Durham. He was made Archdeacon 


of Wincheſter on the Promotion of Jeſceline de Bailul to the See of Sarum in 
1141, and Treaſurer of Jer in 1144. Elected Biſhop of Durham 22 d. Jan. 
1152, Conſecrated at Rome 20th, Dec. 1153, and Inthronized in Perſon 2d. 
May 1154 | 


This great Preferment was beſtowed on him more out of reſpect to his 
Noble Extraction and greatneſs of Blood, than for any eſpecial Merit or 
good Qualities of his own, being, as was reported, Son to K. Stephens Siſter, 
tho” neither her or her Huſlands name are mentioned by any Hiſtorian, nor 
is it handed down to Us, what City or County he was born in. 
He 
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He was wiſe and ſagacious in the ordering of Temporal Matters, and con- 
fidering he had not a liberal and learned Education; very eloquent, excee- 
dingly rapacious, and as cunning in getting Money, as greedy and deſirous 
of it. 


He underwent many and great Troubles, before he could obtain Conſe- 
cration, and peaceably enjoy his high Dignity ; for Henry Murdac Archbiſhop - 
of York, not only ſtoutly refuſed to conſecrate him himſelf (taking excep- 
tions both againſt his want of Years and immoral Behaviour ) but alſo ſent 


Letters to Rome to have a Caveat entered againſt him there: Eygenius was 


Pope at that time; an old Friend and Acquaintance of the Archbiſhop, 
who were both educated together under S-. Bernard the famous Abbat of 
Clairvaux; but ſuch was the good luck of this new Elect, that before he 
had paſſed the Alps in his Journey towards Rome, Pope Eugenius died, and 
Anaſtaſius who ſucceeded him in the Popedom without delay or difficulty 
readily afforded him Conſecration (altho' only twenty five years of Age) on 


the Vigil of St. Thomas 1153. 


HuGgu returning to Durham with great joy and ſatisfaction, on the Road 


heard of the death of his implacable Enemy and Perſecutor Murdac, and 


entering his Cathedral triumphantly, without any moleſtation or hindrance 


was joytully received, by the whole Convent, and accordingly inthronized 


Biſhop with all the Ceremony and Pomp uſed on ſuch particular occalions. 


He continued Biſhop in this See above forty one years, in which time he 


performed. ſeyeral great and notable things; building diverſe Houſes upon 
his Manors, ang beſtowing much Coſt in the Repairs of the reſt. Amongſt 
others, about the year 1164, he built a fair Manſion houſe at Darlington, 


called the Qld Hall, as alſo the Church there for a Dean and three or four 
| Secular 
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Secular Canons: Granted ſome new, and confirmed many old Privileges 
to the Priory of Finchale founded by Biſhop Flambard one of his Predecefl- 
ors, and made famous for the habitation of S,. Goodrick a Hermit, to whoſe 
Memory he alſo erected a ſmall Chapel. 


The Caſtle of Norham near the River Tweed an important Fortreſs, begin- 

ning to be ruinous, he re- ediſied and ſtrengthened with a {trong 'Tower, 

furniſhing it with a Garriſon, Victuals, and every other Neceſſary, the better 
to withſtand the Scots, who frequently made Inroads into England. 


In the year 1177 K. Henry 2d. made Wiliam de New!! Conſtable of this 
Caſtle, and Roger de Conters likewiſe Conſtable of Durham Tower, both which 
he had taken away from the Biſhop, becauſe he had ſerved him deceitfully 


in his Wars; hereupon the Biſhop to regain his good will, and that his Caſtles 
might not be levelled with the Ground, agreed to give 2000 Marks of Silver, 


He alſo built and endowed an Holpital dedicated to St. James, ſituated 
about a Mile Eaſt of Northallerton, which Town in the year 1174 he likewiſe 
fortified with ſtrong Walls, tho* they were afterwards demoliſhed by the 


Kings Order, and Jerry the Biſhops Son was permitted (with much ado) to 
return with the Garriſon to France. 


In the ſame year at Chriſtmas, he had a Perſonal Conference with William 
King of Scotland on the Borders of both Kingdoms, when he gave the ſaid 
King 300 Marks of Silver out of the Lands of the Northumberland Barons 
for a Truce, to laſt from the feaſt of St. Hilary, to the Cloſe of Eaſter. 


He intended a new Building at the Eaſt end of his Cathedral Church, 
having purchaſed many Marble Pillars beyond Sea at a great Expence, but 
laying that deſign aſide, erected at the Weſt end thereof a Chapel dedicated 
to the Virgin Mary, called the Galilee: In this place alone it was allowable

for Women to aſſemble for Divine Service, and not to go up further in the 
Body of the Church, than the line of Marble near the Font, for S,. Cuthbert 
was after his death, reported by the Monks to be an Hater of the Fair Sex; 
tho? in his Lifetime he admired and converſed much with Saint Ebba the 
famous Abbeſs of C:/dingham and other Females. 


He made from Silver and Gold the Feretory of neat and curious Work- 
manſhip, in which he placed the Bones of Venerable Bede, and amongſt many 
other great and valuable Gifts, gave to the Church a Croſs and Chalice of 


pure Gold. 
He built th2 new Bridge over the River Were, called Elvet bridge, and 


reſtored the Burrough thereof ( which he had unjuſtly taken away ) to the 
Monks of Durham, the true and legal Owners and Proprictors thereof, which 


is now in the Poſſeſſion of the Dean and Chapter of Durham. 


He built or repaired with great Coſt the City Wall from the Northgate 
to the Southgate, and diverſe Edilices in the Cattle, which had ſuffered by 
Fire in his time, he rebuilt anew. 


He had many expenſive Law Suites and Conteſts, in all which he gener- 
ally came off victorious and with Honor; being a ſtout Champion and Main- 
tainer of the Liberties and Privileges of Holy Church and Saint Cuthbert: 
This Behaviour however created him the ill will of many, who called his 
heroical Firmneſs and Intrepidity, Haughtineſs and overbearing Tyranny, 


his principal Undertaking, and what redounded moſt to his Honor, and 

is his greateſt Encomium, was the founding and endowing SHERBURN 
Hos?iTAL fituate about three Miles Eaſt of Durham, and which is ſtill in 
being; this he built for the Entertainment and Reception of Sixty five poor 
Lepers, together with a Maſter, and a certain number of Prieſts; he allowed 
them 
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them a liberal Income for their daily Maintenance, granting and confirming 
dy his Charters the ſeveral Churches of Kellow, Sockburn, Grindon, Ebe heſter, 
and Bi/hopton, with Lands, Tenements, and Tyths, lying in various Places 
in the County of Durham, for the uſe and ſupport of the ſaid Hoſpital: 


Neubrigenſis however aſcribes this Charitable and Pious Work partly un- 
to other Men, whom the Bithop by his mere arbitrary Will and Pleaſure 
compelled to become Benefactors unto this Foundation, and to diſburſe as 
much Money as their abilities would afford, being unwilling to be at all the 
Expence himſelf; and as Money was to be had at any rate for the Building 
and to ſupply his wants, diverſe not very honorable ways and means ( as it is 
{cid ) were uſed for that purpoſe. 


He cauſed a General Survey to bet made of all the antient Pemeſne Lands 
and Poſſeſſions of his Biſhoprick, in the form and manner of Doomsday Book, 
which is recorded in a large Volume called Boldon Book, now remaining in 
the Archives at Durham: It contains Inquiſitions or Verdicts of all the ſev- 
eral Tenures of Lands, Services and Cuſtoms, all the Tenants Names of every 
degree, how much each of them did hold at that time, and Rents paid to the 
Biſhop. This Book has been produced and read in Evidence on ſeveral Tryals 
at Law, on the part of ſucceeding Biſhops to aſcertain their Property. 


He granted a Charter to the Burgeſles of the City of Durham, whereby 
they enjoy ſeveral valuable Privileges at this day: that they ſhould be ex- 
empt from the Cuſtomary Duties of In-toll and Out-toll, from Market Silver, 
and Herriets, and ſhould enjoy all the free Privileges, which the Burgeſſes 
of Newcaſtle do in the beſt and moſt honorable manner poſſeſs; this Charter 
he got confirmed by Pope Alexander 111. when he aſſiſted with three other 
Engliſh Biſhops at the General Council held at Lateran in the year 1176.

He bought of K. Richard 1/2. the rich Manor and Wapentak of Sadberge, 
with Soc, Sac, Toll, Theam, Infangenethef, Pleas of the Crown &c. and ſettled 
them upon his See for ever, for the Clergy in thoſe days (1189) were the 
only Money'd Men and beſt able to purchaſe in the whole Nation. This 


Manor &c. together with the Earldem of Northumberland conferred on him 
for Life, coſt 11000 C. 


When the King was preparing to lead a puiſſant Army into the Holy Land, 
the Biſhop alſo took upon him in a ſolemn manner the Vow and Croſs, and 
promiſed to be one in the Cruſade; ſuch was the Blindneſs and Superſtition 
of thoſe days, in thinking it a meritorious act to aſſiſt for the recovery of the 
Holy City and Land out of the hands of the Saracens: But whether this 
proceeded from a pure Principle of Zeal and Devotion, or from an cager 
deſire of acquiring Fame, I dare not determine; however, if it be allowable 
to judge by the Character of our Biſhop, it is to be preſumed, Glory had a 
greater ſhare therein than Religion, 


For the better undertaking ſuch a long Voyage and Expedition, it was 
neceſlary to raiſe great Sums for his ſupport; accordingly he was wholly 
intent upon that Afﬀair, and by extraordinary methods and Impoſitions, 
ſqueezed from the Subjects of his Palatinate, a vaſt Treaſure , The King hear- 
ing what huge Bags of Money the Biſhop had prepared to carry with him, 
ſecretly adviſed him to ſtay at home, and lend him the Money, which if he 
would conſent to, in return promiſed to make him Earl of Northumberland. 


The Biſhop now repenting of the Vow he had ſo haſtly and raſhly made, 
and being of an ambitious Temper, fond of Power and Greatneſs, readily 
conſented and embraced the Offer with great joy; The King according to 


Promiſe having girt him with a Military Sword, turn'd himſelf unto the 
Company 
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Company preſent, and in Raillery ſaid, he had performed a wonderful ex- 
ploit, for (ſays he) of an old Biſhop I have made a young Earl. But in favor 
of the Biſhop it may be ſaid, that the Clerical and Military Character were 


not inconſiſtent in thoſe days. Edward 111. ordered all the Clergy to take up 
Arms in defence of the Kingdom. 


This new Dignity however was not capable of ſatisfying the Prelates Am- 
bition, and in order that he might have ſome ſpecious and colourable excuſe 
for not performing his Vow, adviſed the King to alledge, that he could not 
be well ſpared out of the Kingdom during his abſence; and to make this 
more probable (giving the King 1000 Marks ) perſuaded him with that Kind 
of golden Rhetorick, to make him Chief Juſticiary of all England, and Gov» 
ernor of Windſor Caſtle and the Foreſt adjoining; and with the ſame Oratory 
induced the Pope to diſpenſe with his Vow; unto which the excuſes before 


alledged made ſome way, but never could have done the Buſineſs effectually, 
without that Sovereign and never failing Remedy. 


Richard before his Departure, divided England between two Regents; 


Pudſcy Biſhop of Durham, and Longchamp Biſhop of Ely, Lord Chancellor, 
and the Pope's Legate. 


He had no ſooner croſſed the Seas, but the two Regents diſagrecing, 
came at length, after ſeveral Diſputes, to an open Rupture. Longchamp 


had a great advantage over his Collegue, as well by the high Poſt he enjoyed, 
as by his Abilities, which gave him a Superiority, he knew how to improve. 
By pretending their Diſſention was prejudicial to the Affairs of the State, he 


found means to exclude him by degrees from the Adminiſtration, and aſſume 
the whole power to himſelf. | 
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The diſpoſſeſſed Biſhop writ to the King, who receiving his Complaints 
at Marſeilles, ſent him his Letters Patent appointing him juſticiary from the 
Humber to the Confines of Scotland. The Letters being arrived, the Biſhop 
was ſo unwiſe as to give them to Longchamp, who, under colour of exami- 
ning them, refuſed to reſtore them, and thereby rendered them of no effect. 


To this imperious Act he added a no leſs bold Attempt, for he ordered the 
Biſhop to be apprehended, and detained him in Priſon, till he delivered up 
certain Caſtles, which gave him too great Power in the Northern parts. 


After the Kings return from Jeruſalem, the Biſhop found him not ſo favor- 
ably inclined to him as he expected, altho' he had ſent him 2000 Pound of 
Silver towards his Ranſom ; thinking therefore that he grudged him the en- 


| ioyment of his Earldom, he voluntarily reſigned this ſhort lived Dignity; 


But the true reaſon of the King's Diſpleaſure was this: 


The Biſhop under pretence of releafing the Captive King, had by Coll- 
ections and Contributions amaſled vaſt Sums of Money, but remitted only 
a ſmall part thereof to the Kings uſe, and put (as was generally believed) 
the greateſt ſhare into his own Coffers: Upon this ſuſpicion, Richard loaded 
him with many grievous fines and exactions, well knowing, that he had by 


pilling, polling, and ſqueezing his Palatinate, raked up infinite Maſſes of Mo- 


ney as he had freely offered him a great Sum for the recovery and redemp- 
tion of his loſt Earldom: 


The King being in Normandy, ſent unto him for the proffer'd Sum, as 


granting his requeſt, but the old Fox perceiving his drift, humbly beſought 


him by Letters, either to give him poſſeſſion of the Earldom firſt, or elſe 


graciouſly ſuffer him to enjoy his own Money in Peace and Quietneſs, where- 


upon 
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upon the crafty King to beat the Biſhop at his own Weapon, politickly diſl- 
embled, and wrote Letters full of fair and plauſible Speeches, deſiring him 
to bring his Money up to London, and there receive the Rule and Govern- 
ment of the whole Realm, which he would commit to him and Hubert Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury: Being elated with this honorable and advantageous 
Offer, with the greateſt alacrity he ſet out for London about Shrovetide, and 
taking his laſt farcwel of Fleſh Suppers, by cating to exceſs, got a Surfeit 
upon the Road at Cra/te, however, he obſtinately proceeded on his Journey 
to Doncaſter, where ſinding himſelf violently ill, returned home again by Boat 
to Hdeden. 

Altho' he was now ſeventy years of Age, he could not bear the thoughts 
of Death, and would hardly believe his Phyſicians, when they certified him 
a little before he died, of the great danger and peril he was in, for as a cer- 
tain Hiſtorian rightly ſaid of this Prelate, the World was not crcifiæus to 


him, but infxus in him. 


Godrick the old Hermit of Finchale ( accounted by many a very holy Man) 
had told him, he ſhould be blind ten vears before his death, which (fays the 
Iliſtorian) was meant of the blindneſs of his Mind, and the Biſhop under— 
ſtanding it of the blindneſs of his bodily Eyes, never cared to provide for 
Death, aſſuring himſelf that he had as yet ten years to come; however Death 
gradually approaching, and his bodily pains hourly increaſing, moved by the 
intreaties of his Friends who were preſent, he made Jus laſt Will, and being 
touched with Remorſe for his paſt Sins, confetled all his exceſſes, and ſeemed 
to promiſe a ſincere reformation and amendment of life; for he reſtored to 
the Monks of Durham, the Lands and Liberties which he had illegally ſeized, 
and freely gave them over and above, the Villa of Newton bought with his 
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own Money, and confirmed it by his Charter; made Reſtitution to many 
Perſons in the Palatinate of their Eſtates and Poſſeſſions, with due and am- 
ple ſatisfaction: He alſo ordered 2000 Marks to be paid the . which he 
had formerly promited for $:7berge and other Honors.

Preferments are not deliver- 
ed down to us) as appears by his Will made the latter end of King Henry 
the third's reign, whereby he orders his body to be buried in the Cemitery 
of the Friers Minors, neareſt to the place where he ſhould happen to die, 
unleſs it ſhould be in the Pariſh of any of his own Churches, or at York, 
or Sherburn, and then he chuſes to be buried there; if amongſt the Minor- 
ites, he leaves to them 100 Shillings; if at York, his Capa de rubeo ſanuto cum 
weſtimento bruddats integro, et Caſula de ſanuto rubeo. To Sherburn Houſe he 
begueaths his * Argenteus Textus, and Capa de panno ad aurum, ſcilicet F Bau- 
dekin, cum Veſlimento plenario de panns Tſpanie ad aurum, and theſe he would 
have remain in the Hoſpital, and alſo aſſigns forty Marks for ten Chaplains 
to perform ten Annualia cum Placebo et Dirige every day, with nine bene- 
diftions and a commendation, and to read of any Saint; but in every Maſs 
to read a ſpecial Collect for his own Soul, and a general one for all the de- 
parted &c. at the diſcretion of his Executors; he alſo aſſigns ten Shillings 
a year for a Pitance C Pitancia on his-Anniverſary, wherever he ſhould 
have ſepulture; by this, it appears he was buried at Sherburn, for on the 
1 4th. September, being the day of the exaltation of the Holy Croſs, all the

Brethren and Siſters had that * Pitance in memory of him every year, till 
Biſhop Icellato reduced it to five ſhillings and five pence. See his Conſtitutions. 


Roger de Seyton. 


+ Maſter Roger de Seyton probably ſucceeded him, for he occurs by the 
name of Cu about 1269 or 1270. He was Official to Biſhop Kirkham 17 th, 
July 1260, when he was ſharply reprimanded by the King for his arbitrary 
and illegal proceedings at his Courts and Vilitations, and for compelling 40 
Burgeſſes of Newcaſtle to appear before him in remote places, and particu- 
larly for citing them to Darlington contrary to antient cuſtom, Was made 
a Judge of the Common Pleas 1268, and had Twenty Pounds yearly allow- 
ed for his ſupport in that Office. In 1270, he, William de Northborough, and 
Geoffrey Ruſſell then high Steward of Durham, were Juſticiars Itinerant. In 
1274 he and Hugh de Derlington Prior of Durham were bound for the Exec- 
cutors of Robert Stichell Biſhop of Durham, to pay his Debts to the King, 
and perform his Will. He was Prebendary of Warthi/! in the Church of 
York which he reſigned before the 6 th. Dec. 1279, for he was then ſuccee- 
ded by John Romane afterwards Archbiſhop of York. | 


William de Inſula. 
IWilliam de Inſula was the next Rector in 1302, of him I can ſay nothing. 
Lambert de Torkyngham. 


Sir Lambert de Torkyngham otherwiſe Trickingham, probably ſucceeded be- 
tore 1317, for in the Month of Auguſt that year, he as Cu/tos, letts the Tyths 
of Grain C Garbe ) in Newbiging and Staynton, to William Abbat of Blanch- 

land

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land. In September 1308, he took the Oaths as one of the Judges of the 
Common Pleas; in 1317 was Aſſociate with William Inge Chief Juitice of 
the Kings Bench and other Juſtices, and made a Baron of the Exchequer 
6 th. Augult 1322. 


Thomas de Heſlewell. 


Sir Thomas de Heſſewell was in poſſeſſion of the Houſe before 1330. He is 
the firſt I meet with called by the name of Maſter { Magiſter ) was Rector 
of Sedgefield anno 1313, and died before 14th. October 1339, for Nicholas 
Gategang Perſona de Ryton, Simon de Eh Vicecomes Dunelm. and Thomas 
de Bedale Capellanus, occur at that time his Executors on the Chancery Rolls, 


Thomas de Nevill. 


Maſter Thomas de Nevill ſucceeded in Nov. 13 39, collated to the Prebend 
of North Kelſey in the Church of Lincoln 1340, being then Archdeacon of 
Durham ; was alſo a Prebendary in the Churches of Darlington and Hoveden. 
1341 Feb. 4th. collated to the Prebend of Fnareſborough and Bicthill in the 
Church of Te, and afterwards to the Prebend of Bole in the ſame Church 
24 th. June 1350, and I believe Rector of herge- baſſet in the County of York, 
died before 18 th. July 1362, for then he was ſucceeded in the Prebend of 
Bole by Adrianus Cardinalis. 


Alan de Shuttlyngton. 


Alan de Shuttly:gton otherwiſe Sni Preſbyter, was Rector of Midale- 
ton Saint George in the County of Durham anno 1359, and on the death of 
Thomas Nevi/! was collated by Bi/bop Hat#-!d to this Hoſpital 15 . Auguſt 
1362. He was capital Steward of the Bilhops Halmot Courts about ten or 
twelve years, viz. from 1360 to 1372, Occurs his Vicar General in 1 365. 
Was Vicar or Rector of Hemingourgh in the Archdeaconry of Cleveland 1 362, 

af 
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if not before, living in Feb. 1372; when he had a Grant in reverſion of a 
- Meſfſuage and Lands at Hoveden to him and his Heirs for ever by the afore- 
ſaid Biſhop. 


Thomas de Bernolby : 


Sir Thomas de Bernolby Chaplain, on Sh«ttlyngtons reſignation was collated 
by Biſhop Hatfeld 17 th. Auguſt 1367, he occurs again as Maſter 24th. Sep. 
1380, which is all I know of him. 


John de Waltham, 


Sir John de Waltham ] preſume ſucceeded by the Collation of Biſbop Ford- 
ham. I meet with him as Maſter 8 th. May 1384, when he had liberty of 
* Free Warren granted him iu all his Dewcſuc Lands of Sherburn, Whitwell, 
Carmondſway, and Ebcheſter, and on the 1 0th. of July following he had the 
Biſhops licence to receive a Meſſuage with the Appurtenances in Ebcheſter 
for the better ſupport of the Hoſpital ( notwithſtanding the Act of Mort- 
main) from Sir John de Newille Knight Lord of Rahy. He exchanged the 
Prebend of Carlton Kyme in the Church of Lincoln, for the Prebend of 
Hoveden with Stephen de Navenſor 2 July 1382. He reſigned the Hoſpital 
before 26 June 1391, I ſuppoſe in 1388 on being made Biſhop of Sarum by 
Papal Proviſion. 

t There are four of this name within the ſame period of time, and how to fix

John Burgeys ; 


Sir John Burgeys Dean of Lancheſter 138 3, which he reſigned, and occurs 


as Maſter of this Hoſpital before June 1391, came in as 1 conjecture 1388, 
f on 


® The Privilege of Free Iarren was this; that within ſuch a Liberty, no one ſhould hunt or deſtroy 


the Game of Hare, Coney, Partridge, or Pheaſant, without his leave to whom the ſaid privilege was 


granted, under the Penalty of Jen Pounds, a great Sum in thoſe Days! — Kerinets Parochial Antiquities, 
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on the Promotion of John de Waltham to the Biſhoprick of Sarum: He was 
collated to the Deanry of Auciland 1395 on the death of Hugh de Weſtwick 
dy Biſhop Stirlau, and in 1408, whulſt Dean was appointed by Biſhop Lang- 
ley one of his Auditors for examining the Accounts of Bailiffs, Collectors, 


Tenants &c. of the Biſhoprick, having been removed from the Hoſpital hve 
years before by Biſbop Shirlaw for male Adminiſtration. 


Alan de Newark. 

Alan de Newark Clerk collated by Biſhop Skirlaw 3 January 1403, on the 
removal of John Burgeys. In 1408 he was made Archdeacon of Durham, 
which Preferment he held a ſmall time only, reſigning the 15 February in 
the ſame year, referving perhaps a Penſion to himſelf, as was the uſual prac- 
ticc in thoſe days. The laſt Act of his on the Rolls whilſt he continued Maſter 
of the Hoſpital, was the granting a long Leaſe of ſome Lands and Tenements 
in Gateſhead to John Beterell dated 1 May 1309, Witneſſes amongſt others 
Thomas Sepp and William de Byſbopton Bailifls of Durham, and William de 
Leventon then Steward of the Hoſpital, He reſigned I preſume, on the 18 th. 
of January 1409. 

John Newton. 

Sir John Newton of Litchfield Dioceſe Preſbyter, was collated to the Hoſ- 
pital by Biſhop Langley 19 January 1409, void by the ceſſion of Alan de News 
ark. Inſtituted to the Rectory of 4% in Eſſex 7 Feb. 1395, which he exchan- 
ved with John Morſball for the Rectory of St. Benet Sherehog in London, in 
which he was inſtituted 22 July 1396. Collated to the Rectory of Hong hien 
le ſpring in 1412, and to Biſhop Weremouth in 1424. Dicd before 6 April 1427, 
for on that day he was ſucceeded in the Rectory of Saint Benet Sherehog by 
Thomas Dale. "Theſe three laſt Churches and Sherburn Haſpital he kept to his 
dying day; was a true Chop Church, for he chopped and changed ſix or 
eight Churches in the ſingle County of Efex; was a very bad Man, and 

what 
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what by granting Corrodies, and annual Penſions, and other iniquitous 
practices, he almoſt ruin'd the Hoſpital Eſtate, and ſhametully ſuffered the 
Buildings and Outhouſes to go to decay: He ſeems to have been a great 


Favourite of Biſbep Langley, who did not fee, or at leaſt connived at his 
| Caults and ill conduct in the management of this Houſe. 


5 4 John Newton was Maſter of St. Edmunds Haſpital in Gateſhead about 
1408, but whether the ſame Man I know not; however he muſt not be con- 


founded with Maſter John Newton Rector of Waſhington and Haughton, for 
they were contemporary together. 
Nicholas Dixon. 

Nicholas Dixon Preſbyter, was one of the Executors of Ralph Neville Earl 
of Weſtmerland in 1424- Collated by Bi/bop Langley to this Hoſpital 28 th. 
Nov. 1427. Was Prebendary of etvang in the Church of York 1432, alſo 
of Hoveden and Sarum. Clerk of the Pipe, Under Treaſurer, and at laſt Baron 
of the Exchequer. Rector of Cheſhunt in the County of Herts thirty years, 


which Church he rebuilt, partly by his own bounty, and partly by the Con- 
tribution of others; was buricd in the Chancel there 30th. October 1448, 
with the following Epitaph, more to be noted for truth than wit. 


O miſerere Feſu famuli Dixon Nicholai, 
Cui brevis heſpitium tumulus preſtat ſatis amplum 
Iſtud qui Fanum ter dents rexerat anms

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1429 Sept. 4. Biſhop Langley iſlued out a Commiſſion directed to William 
Chaunceller his Temporal Chancellor, Thomas Holden Steward of the Halmot 
Court, and five others, to viſit and examine the Dilapidations of the Hoſpi- 
tal: Upon the Commiſſioners reporting the miſerable condition and Poverty 
thereof, the Biſhop thought proper to apply to the Pope ¶ Eugene the 4th.) 
inſtead of his lawful Sovereign for redreſs, who readily granted a Faculty 
or Commiſſion to the Biſhop to make new Rules and Ordinances for the 
better Government thereof, which he accordingly made on the 22 d. July 
1434, whereby he appointed a Preſbyter to be Maſter, and that he ſhould 
keep four Chaplains, four Clerks or ſinging Men, and two Boy Chaunters; 
alſo two Lepers ( if they could be found) were to be maintained apart by 
themſelves, and thirteen poor Men, to be provided with Meat and Drink of 
tenpence value every week, or tenpence in ready money at their own option, 
and have yearly the ſum of ſix ſhillings and eightpence for Fuel and Cloaths; 
to meſs and lodge in the ſame Houſe, and daily to attend Maſs; upon the 
death of a Brother, another poor Man to be choſen by the Maſter within 
fifteen days, under the penalty of paying a Mark to the Fabrick of the Church 
of Durham; a ſober ( honeſta ) Woman Servant to attend the Brethren to 
waſh their Linnen, and do other offices at the Maſters expence; the Maſter 
to have the care of all the Goods and Buildings of the Hoſpital, and to take 
an Oath for the due performance of all thoſe things. 


85 Theſe good Orders and Regulations of B1/hop Langley, together with thoſe 
in the Queens Act of Incorporation, have in the main been adopted by all 
the ſucceeding Biſhops when they viſited the Hoſpital ; Biſhop Fox alludes 
to them in his Collation of Robert Dykar, and Biſhop Chandler in particular 
fecms to have had a great eye towards them at his Viſitation in 1735. 


John 
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John Marchall. 


John Marchall L. L. n. on the reſignation of Nicholas Dyxſon was collated 
to the Maſterſhip by Biſhop Langley 23 July 1433. He was Vicar General to 
the ſaid Biſhop and viſited the Prior and Convent of Durham 4th. January 
1437 in the Biſhops ſtead, when John Weſington the Prior, and a ſwarm of 
60 lazy Drones ( who would have been much better employed in carrying 
Muſkets or following the Plough tail ) appeared and anſwered to their 
names. The laſt time I meet with him as Maſter, is 18 7h. April 1458, when 
he was fined for not doing ſuite and ſervice at the Biſhops Halmot Court at 
Molſingham. 1466 March 23 was made Prebendary of Grindale in the Church 
of York, which he reſigned to Alexander Leghe about Sept. 1471. 


When Marchall died or reſigned I cannot find, and it is hard to preſume 
he held this Hoſpital to the year 1490, about which time Alexander Lyghe 
came in; from 1433 to 1490, is a period of 57 years, a ſpace too great to 
be allow'd him, tho' he might die an old Man: His immediate Succeſſor is 
yet unknown, there being no Epiſcopal Regiſters remaining from the death 
of Langley till Biſhop Fox's time. 


Alexander Lyghe. 


Alexander Iyghe, Lye, Legh, or Lee, for ſo I find his name variouſly ſpelt, 
was educated at Eton, and admitted Scholar of Kings College in Cambridge 
1452, where he commenced Batchelour in the Decrees. Inſtall'd a Canon 
of Windſor 1469, Prebendary of Grindale in the Church of York, admitted 
14 Sept. 1471, void by the ceſſion of John Marchall. Prebendary of Hoveden, 
and Rector of St. Brides in London, preſented 26 Sept. 1471 which he re- 
ſigned in 1485, He was employed in many Affairs by King Richard the 3 d.

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and in 1484 had a Grant of diverſe Offices in the Town and Port of Derrick 
upon Tweed, and on the 31 of June in the ſame year, a Warrant was directed 
to aid and aſſiſt the Kings full truſty Clerk and Councellor Mr. Alexander Lye in 
taking up of all Veſſells, Souldeours, Mariners, Artificers, Labourers, Carts, Botta, 
and alle other Stuffe, as Horſes, Waynes, and alle ſuch Tymber and Stones as he 


Hall think neceſſary for the Kings uſe. Collated to Sherburn Heſpital by Biſhop 


ered about 1489, being then Rector of Houghton le fpring. Allo made 

Temporal Chancellor of Durham by the ſame Biſhop 1490; ſoon after viz. 
the next year, he was ſtruck with the Pally, and had a Coadjutor ( Robert 
Kent p. p.) aſſigned to manage the Affairs of the Hoſpital and his Church 
at Houghton, which he reſigned 3 Dec. 1500, and the Hoſpital in 1501; had 
an annual Penſion of ſixty Pounds aſſigned out of the profits of Houghton 
Living during his fe, a thing very common in thoſe days, tho* now ac« 
counted illegal and Simoniacal. 


Robert Dykar. 


Nubert Dykar Clerk was collated to this Hoſpital by Bi/hep Fox the 1715. 
July 1501, on the reſignation of Alexander Lyghe, being ordained Subdeacon, 
by him 27 March 1 501 four Months before. He 1s called a * Notary Publick 
of the Dioceſe of Bath & Melle, from whence he was brought by Biſhop Fox 
on his Tranſlation from that See, and was by him made Regiſtrary of the 
Dioceſe of Durham, and in 1503 granted or fold the Advowſon or ncxt 
turn of Kel/ow Church to Sir William Bulmer Knt. according to the infamous 
practice of that time, but this Grant I believe never took effect, for on the 
death of the Incumbent Biſhop Tunſtall collated in his own right (or rather 
of mere will and pleaſure ) George Baytes Clerk 4th. May 1536, and on his 

relignation 


* ANotzry's place was formerly ſo well eſteemed, that Gentlemen did not think it beneath them 
to execute It, 
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reſignation collated William Bennet v. p. 4th. March 1 549, ſo that the Ad- 
vowſon to Kelloe was intirely loſt to the Hoſpital, and taken away from the 
Maſters diſpoſal. Tho* Biſhop Fox commended Dytar for his care and dili- 
gence in keeping up the Buildings of the Hoſpital &c. (as may be ſeen in 
his inſtrument of Collation ) yet as ſoon as the Biſhop was tranſlated to Min- 
cheſter, he ſuffercd the Houſe to run to ruin and decay, and ſhametully con- 
verted all the Revenues to his own private uſe. When and where he died I 
know not. 


Roderick Gundiſalve. 


Dr. Roderick Gundiſalve of Puebla in Spain, Orator from the Spaniſh 
Court, or in the modern Phraſe Charges des Affaires, was preſented to this 
Hoſpital on the death of Robert Dykar by K. Henry 7th. on the 11%. May 
1507 (during the vacancy of the See) to hold the ſame during pleaſure, 
but how long he continued Maſter, or for what ſervices done, he obtained 
the grant of this Houſe, L cannot learn, | 


Geoffrey Wren. 


Geoffrey Wren Clerk probably ſucceeded, but in what year is uncertain, 
Being one of the Kings Chaplains was preſented to the Rectory of Belden in 
this County 2744. June 1502, in the Vacancy of the See. Inſtituted to the 
Prebend of Suth Cave in the Church of York 1508, which he exchanged 
with Jahn Withers tor Knareſbrough cum Bicthill in the ſame Church 16h. 
Dec. 15 12. Admitted Prebendary of Curborough in the Cathedral of Litchfield 
4th. April 1511, which he reſigned, and became readmitted 7 th. Dec. 1512 
was then Rector of St. Margarets new Fiſh Street London, and of Han/lap 
in the County of Bucks. Inſtalled a Canon of Minder 1515, Died the 5th. 
of April 15 27 and was buried in St, Georges Chappel at Windſor with the 

following 
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following Inſcription on a ledge of braſs around his Graveſtone.

Edward Fox. 


Edward Fox s. T. P. was born at Dureſley in Glouceſterſhire, educated at 
Eton School, and admitted of Kings College Cambridge 27 th. March 1512, 
whereof he was made Provoſt 27th. Dec. 1528, and continued fo *till his 
death. Prebendary of O/baldwick in York Cathedral 8 7h. Nov. 1527, and I 
ſuppoſe collated to this Hoſpital the ſame year. Inſtalled Archdeacon of 
I eiceſter 27 th. Sept. 1531. Collated to the Archdeaconry of Dor/et 2 5 th. 
Nov. 1533. Was often Ambaſſador in Germany, Italy, and elſewhere, being 
the Kings Almoner, and became conſecrated Bithop of Hereford 2 5 th. Sept. 
1535. He wrote many Books, amongſt which that intitled, de vera differs 
entia regiæ poteſtatis et ecclefiaſtice was his Maſterpeice and had the honor to 
be tranſlated by that learned and accompliſhed Nobleman Henry Lord Stafford 
the only Son of Edward Duke of Bucks attainted and executed for Treaſon 
in 1521. Biſhop Fox had the character of Vir egregie doctus, et Reformationis 


' fautor ; was the principal Pillar of the Reformation, as to the managery of 


the Politick and Prudential part thereof, being of more activity, and no leſs 


ability 
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ability than Cranmer himſelf, whom he firſt brought to the Kings notice. 

Died at London 8 th. May 1538, and by his Will dated the ſame day, and 
proved the 20h. March following, appointed to be buried in Saint Mary 
Montehault Church London, which was done, but without any Monument 
erected to his Memory. 


Thomas Leghe. 


Thomas Leghe Dr. of Laws was collated to this Hoſpital by Biſhop Tunſtall 
14th. Sept. 1535 on the promotion of Edward Fox to the See of Hereford. 
He had his education at Eton School, and was admitted of Kings College 
Cambridge 1509. Was a Maſter in Chancery, and in 1535 appointed by K. 
Henry 8th. one of the Commiſſioners and Viſitors for ſuppreſſing Religious 
Tlouſes and Monaſteries. On the 22 4. October 1535 he as Deputy or Sur- 
rogate to Lord Crumwell Vicar General, viſited the Univerſity of Cambridge 
jure regio. There are many Letters of his to Lord Crumwell among the Har- 
leian MSS. In 1540 Dec. 29 and zi the two Abbies of Durham and Ne/ham 

were ſurrendered to him, and he had Grants of the Scites of ſeveral Priories 
and Abbies in different parts of the Kingdom amounting to 827. 8. 0 a 
year. Weaver in his Funeral Monuments p. 104 ſays, that Dr. Leyton and 
Dr. Lee who had been joined in Commiſſion with Crumscell for the Vilita- 
tion of Religious Foundations, were maliciouſlye detracted by a demand of 
Captain Aſte and his fellow Rebells viz. © that Dr. Lee and Dr. Leyton may 
« have condigne Punyſbment for theyr extortions in time of Viſitation in Brybes, 
* of ſome Religious Houſes x Pound, xx Pounds, and for other Summes, beſyde 
« Horſys, Votwſens, Leaſes undre Covent Seallys by them taken, and other abomy- 
enable Actes by them committed and done“ The Scite of the Priory of No/tell 
in the County of York was given to him 31 Hen. 8th. He died in 1545 
and was buried in the Church of St. Leonards Shoreditch London, with this 
Inſcription 
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laſcription on a flat Stone, 
Sir Tho. Liggh Doctor of Law 1545. 


Anthony Bellaſſis. 


Anthony Bellaſſis alias Bellaſſyſe ſucceeded Dr. Leghe about the year 1545, 
was the younger Son of Thomas Bellaſſis of Henknowle in this County Eſq. 
and ordained a Pricſt by Biſhop Tunſtall the 7 th. of June 1533. He had many 
Preferments both Civil and Eccleſiaſtical. 1530 Aug. 1 was collated to the 
Prebend of Cheſter in Cheſter in the ſtreet. 1533 May 4th. collated to the 
Rectory of Whickham. Vicar of St. Ofwalds in Durham 1533, which he re- 
ſign'd the next year. 1539 March 3d. inſtituted to the Rectory of Branſpeth. 
Inſtalled a Prebendary of Weſtminſter 17 th. Dec. 1540. On the 9th. Nov. 
1541 collated to the ſecond Prebend called Auckland Prebend in Auckland 
Collegiate Church. Prebendary of Rippen in Yorkſhire. 1543 April 27th. 
Archdeacon of Colcheſter, and on the 16 7h. of January in the ſame year, in- 
ſtalled Prebendary of Heydour cum Walton in Lincoln Cathedral. Maſter of St. 
Edmunds Hoſpital in Gateſhead; a Maſter in Chancery, and one of the four 
ſpecially appointed by K. Henry 8 /. in 1544 to hear Cauſes and paſs Decrees 
in the Court of Chancery in the abſence of Sir Thomas Wricthe/ley the Lord 
Chancellor, and in the reign of Edward the 6th. being wrote Antheny Belaſs 
Eſquire was one of the Kings Council in the North. On the diſſolution of 
the Monaſteries, he obtaincd a Grant of Newwboraugh Abbey in the County of 
York, valued at 457. 13. 5 Which he afterwards gave to his Nephew Sir 
William Bellaſſyſe Knt. and is now the Seat of Earl Fauconberg. On the 16. 
Dec. 1549 was inſtalled in the Prebend of Ruaresbroug cum hie in the 
Cathedral of York. Dicd in July 1 552. 


Richard Read. 
| Richard Read was of New College in Cxtord, Doctor of both Laws, an 
able 
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able Civilian of his time, valued by K. Henry 87h. who dub'd him a Knight 
after his return from Bulloigne in 1554. Was a Benefactor to both the Coll- 


eges of William of Wykeham, one of the Viſitors of the Univerſity in the time 
of Edward the 6th. Maſter of the Requeſts, and one of the Commiſſioners 


who deprived Biſhop Tunſtall, who had been committed to the Tower 20th. 
December 1551 upon an Information ( by Ninan Menvill of Sledtoiſb in the 
County of Durham) of Miſpriſon of Treaſon, and depriv'd of his Biſhoprick 
11 OR. 1552, and remain'd a Priſoner all the reſt of Edwards reign. Anthony 
Bellaſis late Maſter of the Hoſpital dying in July i552 (the Biſhop then in 
Priſon ) Richard Read was put in Maſter by the King, but notwithſtanding 
this, the Biſliop collated in his own right Anthony Salvayn, On Queen Marys 
acceſſion to the Throne in Auguſt 1553, Biſhop Tunſtall was delivered from 
his Impriſonment and reinſtated in his Biſhoprick, when Read (I ſuppoſe ) 


quietly quitted his pretenſions to the Hoſpital, and Anthony Salvayn took 
poſſeſſion thereof. 


Anthony Salvayn. 

Ant heny Salvayn was a younger Son of Gerrard Salvayn of Croxdale in this 
County Eſquire. Collated to the Prebend of Norton 10th. May 1544, and to 
the Rectory of Winſtone 23 Sept. 1545, which he reſigned in 1559. Collated 
to Sherburn Hoſpital 15 th. Auguſt 1552, and to the twelfth Stall in Durham 
Cathedral r2 . October 1556, which he reſign'd being collated to the 1 17h. 
Stall 34. Sept. 1558. Was ſent up as Proxy by the Dean and Chapter of 
Durham to appear before Cardinal Pole and the Queens Commiſſioners 30th. 
October, 3d. and 4th. Phil. & Mary, when the Corrective Statutes for the 
Cathedral were made, which were probably kept by the Cardinal, and 
by his Executors ſent to Rome, for they never came back again, and 
perhaps are now in the Vatican. Elected Maſter of Univerſity College in 
Oxford 1/7, June 1557, which he reſign'd before 10th. Dec. 1558. Vicar

SHERBURN HOSPITAL 


General or Spiritual Chancellor to the Biſhop of Durham on the death of Dy. 
Robert Hynadmer 1 558. Collated to Ryton 28 th. April 1558 by Gerrard Salvayn 
Senr. and Gerrard Salvayn Jun. Patrons for this turn by the gift of Biſhop 
Tunſtall 29 th. July 1550, the Biſhop however (then living) collated him 
in his own right; he reſign'd, being collated to the Rectory of Sedgefield 20 th. 
Dec. 1558. Was depriv'd before 29th. Nov. 1559 ( for on that day John 
Henſhawe was inſtall'd in the Prebend) and enjoined to remain in the Town 
of Kirby moor fide in the County of York, or elſewhere in the ſaid County, 
the City of York excepted, ſo that he paſs not above five Miles Northward. 

He is ſaid to be meanly learned, but of eſtimation in the Country, upon his 
Family account 1 ſuppoſe. See Simpe. 


Ralph Skynner. 


Ralph Siynner was of New College in Oxford 12th. July 1536, whether 
he took the degree of Maſter of Arts, or of any other Faculty in that Uni- 
verſity, is uncertain; yet when he was elected Warden of New College in 
the beginning of May 1551, he is ſaid to be Maſter of Arts. He reſign'd the 
Wardenſhip before the 1 1 th. Sept. 1553 (for on that day was Themas Whyte 
. L. D. elected) and was a Member of the Houſe of Commons in 1 554 for 
the Burrough of Beſſiney in Cornwall. In 1559 was preſented to the Maſter- 
ſhip of this Hoſpital, on the deprivation of Anthony Salvayn by Dr. Grindall 
Vititor of the Biſhoprick, the See of Durham being then vacant and in Q. 
Elizabeths hands, He was recommended to the Queen by Archbiſhop Parker 
( who eſteem'd him learned, wiſe, and expert) as a fit Perſon for the Deanry 
of Durham, to which he was preferred by Letters Patent in January or Feb. 
1560, and inſtall'd the 1/2. March following, being then only Maſter of Arts. 
In 1561 was made Temporal Chancellor of Durham by Biſhop Pilkington, and 
on the 22d. June in the ſame year he preached a Recantation Sermon at Pauls 
Croſs, giving Men warning of a Note Book which he had printed, and bade 


every 
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every Man take heed of it, for it was he ſaid, very Hereſp. In 1562 being v. b. 
and Dean of Durham, he was collated to the Rectory of Sedgefield, void by 
deprivation or non - reſidence of Adam Left houſe who went into Ireland as 
Cliaplain to the Lord Lieutenant. He died 21/7. January 1562, as I find by 
a Mss. note, but where buried I cannot learn, tho' NH- ſuppoſes at Sedge- 
feld, but without any foundation, as there appears no account of it in the 


Parith Regiſter. 
Thomas Lever. 


Thomas Lever was born in Lancaſhire, became Fellow and Batchelor of 
Divinity of St. Johns College Cambridge, whereof he was choſen Maſter in 
1551. Collated to Sherburn Hoſpital 28 7%. January 1562, and to the 87h. 
Prebend in Durham Cathedral 21%. February following. In the begining 

of Queen Mary's reign, he was forc'd to fly beyond Seas with his two Bro- 
thers, and became the principal Paſtor (for they had three others) of the 
Engliſh Exiles at Arrow and Zurich in Switzerland, where he imbibed Puri- 
tannical notions, and an av erſion to the Prieſtly Habits. Was an eloquent 
Preacher, and a ſincere Profeſſor of true Religion, and highly valued for his 
Learning and Piety Bale ſays he was Virtutum in omni manſuetudine ſeminator. 
He printed three Sermons in the year 1573, the firſt preached in the Shrewds 
upon Romans xiii from v. 1 to v. 7. Let every Soul be ſubyet? to the higher 
Powers c. the ſecond before King Edward, upon John vr v. 5. to v. 14. 
When Fefrs then lift up his Eyes and ſaw a great Company come unto him, he 
faith unto Philip, whence ſhall We buy Bread that theſe may eat &«c. the third 
at Pauls Croſs upon 1 Cor. tv. 1. Let a Man fo account of Us, as of the Mi- 
"niſters of Chriſt, and Stewards of the Myſteries of God. He alſo wrote a Com- 

ment 6 on the Lords Prayer, and in 1575 printed a Book, intitled The right 
ay, fron daiger f Si n and 1278 in 5 wicked World, unto godly Wealth 
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and Salvation in Chriſt. Archdeacon of Coventry in 1558, and on Q. Eliza- 
beths acceſſion to the Crown, when he return'd to England, he compoun- 
ded for its firſt Fruits in 1560. Some years after on a Journey home to the 
Hoſpital of Sherburn (which he was permitted to retain on account of the 
ſcarcity of Preachers, tho* deprived of his Prebend for Nonconformity ) 
falling ſick by the way, died at Ware the begining of July 1577, his body 
was brought to and interred adjoining the South wall within the Altar Rails 
of the Chappel of Sherburn Hoſpital, under a blue Marble Stone, whereon is 
cut a Croſs Flory with a Bible and Chalice, denoting him (as I conjecture) 
an itinerant Preacher thro' England, and on a braſs Plate is the following 
Inſcription, Rs |

Ralph Lever. 


Walph Lever was Brother to Thomas 3 the laſt Maſter, and : an Exile 
with him in Switzerland.

Valentine Dale. 


Valentine Dale LLD. was of All Souls Oxford,. admitted Batchelor of 
Laws 1545, and Doctor of the Civil Law 1552, afterwards Maſter of the 
Requeſts and Dean of Wells 1574. In 1573 he went Ambaſſador to France, 
upon the recall of Sir Francis Walfingham to be Secretary of State, and ſends 
an account of the Sate of Affairs there. In 1577 appointed by Q. Elizabeth 
a Commiſſioner with others to treat with the K. of Portugal to try Pirates, 
and enquire into Dilapidations of the late Biſep of Norwich. 1584 March 
22 d. preſented to the Maſterſhip of Sherburn Hoſpital by vertue of an Ad- 
vowſon granted to Henry and John Goldſmith of York Gentlemen by Biſhop 
Barnes tor one turn only. In 1588 ſent Ambaſſador to the Prince of Parma 
Viccroy of the Low Countries for the King of Spain, to expoſtulate with 

him about a Book written by Cardinal Allen, wherein he, exhorted the 
N obility and People of England and Ireland to join the Spaniſh Forces un- 
der the Prince to invade England, but the Prince pretended he knew no- 
thing of fuch a Book, and ſent My. Dale away unſatisfied. He died in his 

Hlouſe near St. Pauls London the 17.445; Nov. 1589, and was buried in the 
Fariſh Church of St, Gregory, leaving a Daughter named Dorothy, married

Robert Bellamy . 


Robert Bellamy born in Yorkſhire, was of Excter College, and took the 
degree of Batchelor of Arts 8th. May 1556. Admitted Fellow of Trinity 
College Oxford by Sir Thomas Pope the Founder 30th. May 1556. I find 
him nominated one of the firſt Fellows of St. Johns College Oxford by Sir 
Themas Whyte the Founder in the Charter dated 7 th. March 1557, this ap- 
pointment however he did not accept, for he occurs one of the Burſars of 
Trinity College 1564, and took the degree of Maſter of Arts 28 th. May 1 560 
afterwards proceeded in Phyſick, and (as I ſuppoſe) by Diſpenſation took 
the degree of Batchelor in Phyſick 16h. Dec. 1 562, and on the 23d. June 
1571 that of Doctor in Phyſick, having quitted his Fellowſhip in 1 565, and 
removed to Saint Johns as an independent Member. Was ordained Deacon 
and Prieſt by Biſhop Pilkington at Auckland on the 10th. of Dec. 1573, being 
then a Mr. and in Aſedicinis Doctor. Was Chaplain to Biſhop Barnes, and by 
him collated to the Rectory of FggleſeliF* in this County 14th. Feb. 1577, 
having heen collated by | Biſhop Piltington Prebendary of the third Stall in 
Durham Cathedral roth. Oct. 157, void by the reſignation of John Fox the 
famous Martyrologiſt. Inſtituted to the Rectory of Whalton in Northumber- 
land, 9th. Aug. 1579, on the Preſentation of Thomas Baytes Gentleman, 


on the death of 'Bartholomew- Bartley ; this Rectory he ſoon after reſigned, 


. to that of Houg hon le ſpring by Biſhop Barnes 25 Uh. January 
1584 
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1584 on the death of Bernard Gilpin the Northern Apoſtle. In Nov. I 589 
was collated to the Maſterſhip of this Hoſpital by Biſhop Hutton, having ex- 
changed his Rectory and Prebend for it. This Biſhop in his Letter to the 
Lord Treaſurer Burleigh calls him an honeſt Man, a Preacher and a Phyfician, 
fit to have charge beth of the Souls and Bodies of the poor impotent fick Perſons of 
that Hoſpital. He died about Dec. 16c8, and is characterized with others 
of the College of Durham, in a Latin Manuſcript Poem preſerved among 


Anthony a Woeds Papers in the Aſhmolean Muſeum, intitled, [ter Boreale, 
written by Dr. Richard Eedes Canon of Chriſt Church, and atterwards Dean 


of Worceſter, this Journey was taken in the year 1534. In the Regiſter of 
the Univerlity of Oxford is the following entry,

Thomas Murray. 


Thomas Murray Eſquire a Scothman, deſcended from the antient and ho- 
norable Family of the Earl of Tullibardine, was collated to this Hoſpital in 
1608, tho? contrary to the Act of 27 th. Eliz. as being a mere Layman, and 
not even in Deacons Orders. He was a Gentleman of ſo fine Accompliſh- 
ments ( tho” tinged with Puritaniſm ) that King James the firſt made choice 
of him as Preceptor ( being Maſter of the Requeſts and Secretary to him at 
the ſame time) to his ſecond Son Prince Charles ( afterwards K. Charles 1 ff.) 
and had a Penſion of 200 Marks a year granted him in 1605, which he 
ſurrendered 274%. January 1613. In regard to the great ſervices he had 

done 
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done that excellent Prince, in the ſeveral Branches of polite Literature, and 
in recompence of his faithful diſcharge of that weighty Truſt, he was made 
Provoſt of Eton College in the year 1622, where he continued about a year, 
and died on the 9th. April 1623, being then newly cut for the Stone, and 
was buricd in the Chappel of that College, with the following Epitaph,

Milliam Shawe Maſter of Arts was collated to this Hoſpital 11th. July 
1623 by Biſhop Neile, on the death of Thomas Murray. He was ſoon after 
made Doctor in Divinity, and collated to the Rectory of Egglescl:fe in this 
County 4th. March 1624, holding both this Hoſpital and the Rectory at 


the ſame time, contrary to the Act of the 27th. of Q. Elizabeth. On the 
25th,

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2 5b. Auguſt 1635 he had Seven Acres of Land allotted to him in right of 


the Hoſpital, upon a Diviſion of the Townſields of Sherburn. He died before 
September 1636. 


John Machon. 


John Mac hon Maſter of Arts was born in Stafford/hire (and as Walker in 
his Hiſtory of the Suffering Clergy ſays) a Perſon of moſt excellent Con- 
verſation, and had his Temporal Eſtate there put under Sequeſtration. Was 
1dmitted a Prebendary of Wellington in the Church of Lichfield th. Sept. 
1631, which he reſign'd in Sept. 1671 to his Son Thomas Machon, who was 
Chaplain to Prince Rupert, and died 27 th, Feb. 1672 in his Fathers lifetime, 
and was buried in the Chappel of Sherburn Hoſpital, as appears by his Epi- 
taph there. This John Machon was collated to the Vicarage of Hartburn in 
Northumberland 24th. Sept. 1632, and reſign'd it for this Hoſpital, into which 
he was inducted 24th. Sept. 1636. The Civil Wars breaking out, what 
between the Kings Army then quarter'd at Durham, and the Parliament 
Army then ſtation'd at Qyarrington, the Hoſpital was plundered of its Cattle 
and Goods, and alſo of many of its old Charters and Muniments, and Mr. 
Machon the Maſter thereof was much abuſed and diſpoſſeſſed, and one John 
Fenwick (a Tradeſman in Newcaſtle and Guide to the Scottiſh Army) was 
put in Maſter, who ſoon after got an Order from Oliver Cromwell to put in 
his Son John Fenwick a Layman to be Maſter there, whereby Machen was 
kept out of the Hoſpital eighteen Years. After the Reſtoration of K. Charles 
the 2d. in March 1660, he petitioned the King to be reſtored, in which he 
was ſoon after reinſtated, and enjoy'd till his death in December 1679, and 
was buried in the Hoſpital Chappel without any Memorial. 


ty The former Maſters of this Hoſpital were obliged to leave their Succeſſ- 
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ors Stock to the Value of 400 . but Biſhop Crewe in conſideration of Mr. 
Machons great Loſſes, and ſeventeen years Baniſhment, by an Order dated 
13th. September 1676 decreed, that Machon ſhould only leave to his Su- 
celſor 200 C. in Cattle Hay Corn &'c. which Rule, every ſucceeding Maſter 
has been allowed to follow. 


John Mountague. 


John Mountague was the fourth Son of Edward Mountague Earl of Sand- 
wich, by his Lady Femima Daughter of John Lord Crewe Baron of Stene, 
born in 1656, and having had his Education at Cambridge, was admitted 
Maſter of Trinity College in that Univerſity on 3d. May 1683, and in the 
year 1687 choſen Vice Chancellor. In 1680 he had the Maſterſhip of this 
Hoſpital confered on him by Biſhop Crewe. Inſtalled in the fifth Prebend of 
Durham Cathedral 1 oth. Nov. 1683, and removed from thence to the 11 th. 
Stall 20th. January 1692, in which he was inſtalled 3 d. June following, 
and on the 19th. June 1699 was made Dean of Durham by King William, 
which he held with this Hoſpital until his death 23d. Feb. 1727, dying 
unmarried at London aged 73. He was a ſincere Man, a ſtrict Lover of Truth 
and had the greateſt abhorrence of_a Lye, even from his Childhood; this 
remarkable Story is told of him: His Father Edward Mountague ( afterwards 
Earl of Sandwich) was intimate with Oliver Cromwell, who ſtood Godfather 
to his third Son, and named after him Oliver; Soon after the Reſtoration, 
all the Children were introduced to King Charles 2d. and Oliver (having 
been inſtructed before hand by his Father) was ordered, if the King ſhould 
aſk his name, to ſay Charles; but his Brother Joh» not being in the Secret, 
as ſoon as he heard his Borther tell the King his name was Charles, cried 
out in ſurprize, O fie Brother, how can you ſay ſo, your name is Oliver! the 
King hereupon ſmiled, and took no further notice thereof, 


Thomas 
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Thomas Rundle, 

Thomas Rundle was Fellow Commoner of Exeter College in Oxford, ad- 
mitted Batchelor of the Common Law 26th. June 1710, and Doctor 5th. 
July 1723. Treafurer of Sarum 1720, and Archdeacon of Wilts. He was 
Chaplain to Br/hop Talbot, inſtalled in the firſt Prebend of Durham Cathedral 
14th. Feb. 1721, and on the 22d. Nov. 1722 removed from thence to the 
127%. Stall (being of greater value) and the ſame year collated to the Rectory 
of Cedgefield, which he reſign'd on being collated to this Hoſpital in March 
1727. Was alſo Chaplain to the Lord Chancellor Talbot in January 1734, 
and by him recommended to the King, and nominated to ſucceed Dr. Sydall 
in the Biſhoprick of Glouceſter, but was oppoſed by Dr. G:b/on Biſhop of 
London, on ſuſpicion of Deiſm, and charged by Ar. Jenn Miniſter of St. 
Antholins, with having ſpoken very Sceptically concerning Abrahams offer- 
ing up his Sen Iſaac: This oppoſition was ſo ſtrenuouſlly and reſolutely carried 
on, that he was obliged to give up the nomination, and became the ſubject 
of much Controverſy in Books and Pamphlets; notwithſtanding this in Feb. 
1724 he was appointed B/hop of Derry in Ireland, (of greater value) and 
conſecrated the 2d. of Auguſt 1735, and then reſigned all his Preferments 
in England: After his Promotion, Mr. Pope (in the Epilogue to his Satires ) 
pays him the higheſt Compliment in the following Lines, 


Ev'n in a Biſhop I can ſpy Deſert, 
Secker is decent, Rundell has a Heart. 


Dean Swift in a Letter from Ireland to Mr. Pope ſays; I have the honour to 

&* know Dr. Rundle, he is indeed worth all the reſt you ever ſent Us, but that 
is ſaying nothing, for he anſwers your Character; I have dined thrice in his 
* Company; be brought over a worthy Clergyman of this Kingdom as his Chaplain, 
« which 
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© which was a very wiſe and popular action; his only fault is, that he drinks no 
ine, and I drink nothing elſe: He is eſteemed here as a Perſon of Learning, 
4 Converſation, and Humanity, and is beloved by all People. Mr. Pope in his 
Anſwer to the Dean adds I am glad you think of Dr. Rundle as I do; He 
« will be an Honour to the Biſhops, and a diſgrace to one Biſhop, two things you 
&« will like; but what you will like more particularly, he will be a Friend and 
„ Benefatter even to your un-friended, un-benefited Nation; He will be a Friend 
to Human race wherever he goes; 1 never ſaw a Man fo ſeldom, whom 1 liked 
« { much as Dr. Rundle “ 


He was tranſlated to the Archbiſhoprick of Dublin in October 1742, this 
high Station he enjoyed but a ſhort time, dying at Dublin 16th. April 1743 
and left the bulk of his Fortune to Fehn Talbot Eſqr. third Son of the Lord 
Chancellor Talbot. He was in all reſpects a moſt amiable Perſon, and well 
deſerving of the juſt Character drawn by the elegant Pens of Swift & Pope. 
His Letter to Dr. Sayer Archdeacon of Durham ( written as it were on his 
Death bed) diſcovers ſuch a noble fortitude of Mind at the approach of his 
Ditflolution, as could be inſpired only by a clear Conſcience, and the calm 


retroſpect of an uninterrupted ſeries of Virtue. This excellent Letter is as 
follows; 


„Dear Sir, Dublin 22 d. March 1742. 


& Adieu for ever perhaps I may be alive when this comes to your hands ; more 
probably not; but in either condition your fincere wellwiſher. Believe me, my 
“friend, there is. no comfort in this World but atife of Virtue and Piety, and no 
death ſupportable but one comforted by Chriſtianity, and its real and rational 
% hope. The firſt, I doubt not, you experience daily, may it be long before you want 
* the ſecond! I have lived to be conviva ſatur, paſſed through good report and

Wadham Chandler. 


Wadham Chandler Maſter of Arts, was a younger Son of Dr. Chandler 
Biſhop of Durham, educated at FEt9r School, and admitted of C/are-hall Cam— 
bridge. Appointed Vicar General or Spiritual Chancellor to the Biſhop 2 5h. 
Sept. 1731, on the death of Dr. Exton Sayer. Collated to the Rectory of Biſhop 
Weremouth May 1732, and to Waſhington Rectory in March following, and 
therein inducted 6 th. July 1733. Inſtalled in the 12th. Prebend of Durham 
Cathedral 21/2. July 1725; and upon Dr. Rund!?”s reſignation was collated 
to the Maſterihip of this Hoſpital 1/7. Augult 1735, when he reſigned Biſhop 
Weremouth and Waſhington. He went to Aix in France for the recovery of his 


health, where he dicd of an inward Cancer in his Side 2d. January 1737, 


his Body was brought from Dance and buricd in Durham Cathedral 29h. 
May 1738, in a very private manner,

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Robert Stillingfleet. 

. Robert Stilling fleet was Son of Dr. James Stilling fleet Dean of Worceſter, 
and Grandſon of the learned Biſhop of MWorceſter, educated at Wadham College 
Oxford, admitted Maſter of Arts 1/7. July 1729, Batchelor and Doctor in 
Divinity 6th. May 1748. Chaplain to Biſhop Talbot and afterwards to Biſhop 
Chandler. Collated to the Rectory of Gateſhead in 1731, and removed to 
Ryton Rectory in 1732. prebendary of Worceſter Feb. 1737. Collated to the 
Maſterſhip of this Hoſpital in June 1738, when he reſigned Ryton, Inſtalled 
in the fifth Prebend of Durham Cathedral 20th. July 1743. Died at BA 
the 3d. of Auguſt 17 59, of an Ulcer in his Lungs, aged 58, having held 
his Prebend 16 and the Hoſpital 21 years. | 


David Gregory 


David Gregory Doctor in Divinity, was the firſt Profeſſor of Modern Hil- 
tory at Oxford, appointed by King George the firſt 187h. Auguſt 1724, which 
he enjoyed ſeveral years with high Fame and Reputation, and was appointed 


Dean of Chriſt Church in March 17 36, in the room of Biſhop Tanner, when 
he reſign'd the Profeſſorſhip. Collated by Biſhop Trevor to this Hoſpital 15 th. 
Sept. 1759. His Benevolence was diffuſive and general while Maſter of 
this Hoſpital; he did not confine the poor Old Men as heretofore to the lit- 
teral Allowance, which good as it might have been when antiently ſettled 
on them by their Founder, was now become a ſad and ſcanty Pittance, but 
as far as it was in his power, made them enjoy the ſence and ſpirit of the 
Benefaction: He demoliſhed all the little wretched Hutts in which they were 
huddled together before, and erected a handſome commodious Stone Edifice, 
making it to conſiſt of twenty different Apartments, that each of the Old 
Men might have one entirely to himſelf; and alſo conſtructed a large Room

in the Centre of the Building for their common Reception, and comfortably 


provided it with every neceſſary accomodation: But it muſt be remembred, 
that all this was not at his own coſt or charge, for he cut down and fold a 
large Wood at Ebchefter belonging the Hoſpital, more than adequate to the 
expence, and thereby put ſomething into his own Pocket. He died 167%. 
September 1767. 

Mark Hildeſley. 

Mark Hildeſſey Doctor in Divinity, was of Trinity College Cambridge, 
and many years Vicar of Hitchin in Hertford/hire, Rector of Holwoell in Bed- 
ford/hire, and Prebend of Marſton St. Laurence in the Church of Lincoln, the 
former he reſigned on his Promotion to the Biſhoprick of Seder and Man, 
to which he was appointed 1755 by 7 Duke of Athol King of Man; when 
a Commendam paſſed the Great Seal to enable him to hold the Rectory of 
Helwell and the Prebend of Mar/ton St. Laurence with the Biſhoprick . Coll- 
ated to this Hoſpital by B:/hosp Trevor 21. Sept. 1767. Died of a Paralytical 
- Diſorder at Biſhops Court in the e of Man 7 th. Dec. 1772, in the 74th. 
year of his Age. 

Thomas Dampier, 

Thomas Dampier a Native of Somerſetſhire, was educated at Eten School, 
elected Scholar of Corpus Chriſti College Oxford 1732, but his place falling 
at Kings College Cambridge, left Oxford. Was ſometime one of the Uſhers 
at Eton School, and afterwards Under Maſter, having taken his Doctor in 
Divinity Degree at Cambridge. Prebendary of Canterbury; which he exchan- 
ged for a Canonry at Windſ/or ; he was alſo Fellow of Eton College which he 
reſign'd. Inſtall'd in the ſecond Prebend of Durham Cathedral 20th. April 
1771, and reſign'd it (by exchange) in March 1773, being then collated to 
this Hoſpital by Dr. Egerton the preſent Lord Biſhop of Durham, wherein 
he was inducted by Proxy the 10th. of the ſame Month.

t Thomas Langley waz elected Biſhop of Durham 17 th. May 1406, was 
Lord Chancellor and Biſhop of Durham in the time of three ſeveral Rings viz.

Wiſdom advanced to great Authority in the State. He died at his Palace at 
Auckland the 20th. Nov. 1437, and was buried in the Chantery founded by 
him in the Gallilee of Durham Cathedral, under a fair Marble Tomb:

Afterwarte, becawſe the Howſe began to decay, and that ther cowlde 
not ſo many Laiſeris be found in that part of England; | 

There was an Ordination obteyned ( 1434 ) whereby there ſhowld be 
found foure Preetis, foure Deacons, and two Children to keipe dayly Ser- 
vice. | 

Item, ſixteen poor People, viz. for thirteen poor Men, two Layſeris, with 
one poor Woman to attend them, 

And for every one of the ſaid poor People either tenpence for every Weck 
or elte their Commons, whether they had lever. 

And alſo to every one of them to have vi s. viij d. for Fier and Clothes, 
and this Ordination hath dured out of time of mynde, till within the ſpace 
of xxx Yeres or there abowte. 

And in the mean tyme, diverſe well diſpoſed People did give unto the 
Howſe to be pray'd for, ſo that Sum did found a Dirige or Maſſe for ever, 
and limit for xlij g. 145 d. to be diſtribute, one part to the Mynyſters of the 
Queer, another part to the Brother Ilowſe, and the third part to be given 


at the Gates. 


After this, is there another Ordination obt 2yned by one Mr. Dykar, (1501) 
and by that, all the fiztecn poor People were utterly expelled, and in their

place, two Preeſts, two Diacons, and fower Children, ſo that by this Ordi- 
nation, there ſhoud be fix Preeſts, fix Diacons, and fix Quereſters. 


But is there neither poor Man, nor poor Woman, neither yet Preeſt nor 
Clerk, nor Child, found of the Howſe charge, ſaving only two Preeſts, two 
Clerks, and two Children, which the Fermor doth keep by reafon of his 


Leaſe. 


And all the Reſidue of the Revenues of the Howſe, being only poor Mens 
Livings, gocth all together to the private uſe of the Maſter. |

N his moſte humble wyiſe compleyninge ſhewith unto youre goode Lord- 
J ſhippe youre Orator and daylie Beadman Anthonye Salvayn Clerke Maiſter 
of Sherborne otherwiſe callede Sherborne houſe in the Countye Palentyne of 
Durham. That where the ſaide Hoſpital haith beyn of auncyentt tyme incor- 
porate by the Vounders of the ſame Howlſe by the name of Maifter Bretherin 
and Suſters, and by the Foundacion therof certen poour Men and Women 
were appoyntede and ordeynede to be Bretherin and Suſters of the ſame, 
whiche ſayde Corporacon haith ſo contynuede by that name cver ſence the 
fayde foundacion tyme foorth of memorye of Man to the contrarye and yet 
doithe, and by whiche Foundacion it was alſo ordeynede that certen.

RALPH SKYNNER Maſter. 


ALPH SKYNNER was of New College in Oxford 12 July 1536, 
whether he took the degree of Maſter of Arts, or of any other faculty 
in that Univerſity, is uncertain; yet when he was elected Warden of New 


College in the beginning of May 1551, he is ſaid to be Maſter of Arts. Wood's 
Atheng Vol. 1. p. 688. 


He reſigned the Wardenſhip before 11 Sep. 1553, (for on that day was 
Thomas Whyte L. L. D. elected) and was a Member of the Houſe of Com- 
mons in 1554. | 


In 1559 he was preſented to the Maſterſhip of Sherburn Haſpital, on the 
deprivation of Anthony Salvayn, the See of Durham being then vacant, and 
in Queen Elizabeths hands. Rymers Federa Vil. 1 5. p. 543:

He was alſo Rector of Sedgefield in the County of Durham, and on the 5 
March 1 560 was inſtalled Dean of Durham in the place of Robert Horne pro- 
moted to the See of Wincheſter. Woods Athene Vel. 1. p. 688. Willis Cath. 
Strypes Annals Vol. 1. p. 327. 


1561 June 22. He preached a Recantation Sermon at St. Pauls Croſs, 
giving Men warning of a Note Book which he had printed, and bade every 
Man take heed of it, for it was he ſaid, very Hereſy. Woods Atheng ib. 


1562 January 21. he died, and was buried ( as Willis ſuppoſes ) at Sedge- 
Feld where he was Rector, and was ſucceeded in the Hoſpital by Thomas

Prebend in Durham 
Cathedral 21 Feb. following; was Maſter of St. John's College in Cam- 
bridge 1563. He was an eloquent Preacher, and a ſincere Profeſſor of true 
Religion, and an Exile for it at Geneva under Queen Mary. He was highly 
valued for his Learning and Piety, and when he return'd home upon Queen 
Elizabeths acceſſion to the Crown, he returned not to the Maſterſhip of the 


College, nor to any higher preferment in the church, than to that of Maſ- 
ter of the Hoſpital.

THOMAS LEVER Ife. 


Mr. Strype in the life of Archbiſhop Parker p. 275 ſays, that ſome years 
before the paſſing the Hoſpital Act in 1569, Mr. Lever then Maſter of Sher- 
burn Houſe, tho' a good Man were Governor of it, yet in regard of Reli- 
gion, there were great diſorders, and little obedience in it; its Members, he 
ſuppoſes were tay ourers of the old Supaſiition, and too negligent of the 
Worthip of God, according to the Preſcription of the reformed Religion, 
and not being able to remedy theſe things himſelf, he had ſought for re- 
dreſs of them from the Biſhop of Durham, who was then Dr. Pilkington; but 
whether out of fear of the party, who were very ſtrong in theſe Northern 
parts, and in this Year made a great Rebellion; or out of ſome prejudice 
to Lever himſelf, he did but coldly proceed to do any thing for correcting 
and bettering theſe things. Lever was come to Town this year, and made 
the Archbiſhop a viſit, when he ſhew'd him at large his grief for the evil 
ordering of the Houſe; adding, that the Biſhop conſidered it not, though 
he had complained to him, but the Archbiſhop thought this was not a mat- | 
ter to be neglected, though the Miſdemcanors were fo far Northerly, but 
the rather, he ſaid Conſultation ought to be had for Religion in thoſe parts 
where it. moſt wanted; this made him recommend the matter to the Secre- 
tary; telling him, it were a pity that the Church being fo far off, ſhould 
yet be out of good order. 

The ſame Author in his life of Archbiſhop Grindal page 185, anno 1574 
ſays, that the former Maſters of tlus Hoſpital had made unrcatonable Leaſes 
and Grants, by means whereof the Houſe was like to go utterly to decay, 
but for remedying thereof if poſlible, and for the beneſit of the Hoſpital, 
Pilkington then Biſhop of Durham had made a certain Inſtrument for the 


diſannulling of thoſe Leaſes but it wanted the Queens Confirmation, 


Lever the Maſter brought the matter before the Lord Preſident, and here 


the Archbithop, as in the beginning of the Year he interpoſed with the Lord 
Treaturer 
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Treaſurer in behalf of the Savoy, and for the bettering the Eſtate of that 
Hoſpital in the South; ſo now he was as induſtrious to do ſervice for this in 
the North; therefore he earneſtly writ to the ſame Lord Treaſurer, acquaint- 
ing him, that the cauſe was heard before the Lord Preſident and the Coun- 
cil, and that upon the hearing, it was thought by the learned in the Law, 
(as he was informed and fully perſuaded to be true) that the aforeſaid me- 
thod was the only means to preſerve that Hoſpital from utter ruin, which 


he ſaid, were a pitiful cale. He was ſucceeded in the Heſpital by bis Bruther 
Ralph Lever. 


Thomas Lever died in Fuly 1577, and was buried within the Rails of the 
Communion Table in the Chappel of Sherburn houſe, with the following Inſcriptien 
en a braſs Plate fixed to a black Marble Stone vis.

Ralph Lover was Brother to Thomas Lever the laſt Maſter, in 1562 he 
publiſhed his aſſertions touching the Canon Law, the Engliſh Papiſts, and 
the Eccleſiaſtical Officers of the Realm, with his Petition to Queen Elizabeth 
for redreſs. Strypes Annals of the Reformation Vol. 1. p. 319. 


He was collated to the Archdeaconry of Northumberland 21 Auguſt 1566 
and reſigned the ſame 20 October 1573. Weds Athenæ Vol. 1. p. 356. 671. 


Will:s ſays, he was Rector of Waſhington and afterwards of Stanhope in 1575 
which he reſigned in 1577. 


1567 Oct. 17. He was by a Mandate from Biſhop Pi/{:;ngten inſtalled in 
the fifth Prebend of Durham Cathedral, and on the 16 July 1577 collated 
to the Maſterthip of Sherburn Hoſpital. 


He died in 1585 ( ſoon after paſling the Act of 27 Eliz. for incorporating 


the Hoſpital ) having poſleſſed the following Preferments viz. a Prebend of 
Durham, the Maſterſhip of Sherburn Hoſpital, Rectory of Waſhington, Rect- 
ory of Stanhspe, and Chaplain to the Biſhop of Durham.

SHERBURN HOSPITAL 


George Swalkwell was ordained a Deacon by Biſhop Barnes 6 Oct. 1577, 
he was Reader or Curate of Houghton le Spring; afterwards being reconciled 
to the Roman Catholick Church, was apprehended, and kept above a Year 
Priſoner in Durham Gaol, at laſt being brought to his trial, was arraigned 
together with two Miſſionary Prieſts, John Boaſt and John Ingram: Boaſt 
obſerving Swal/well to be ſomewhat intimidated during his trial, and that 
his anſwers inſinuated ſomething of conforming, clapp'd him on the back, 
ſaying, George, take courage, my Soul for thine, all will be well, take courage: 
Upon this Swalſwell recovered himſelf from the conſternation he lay under, 
and went through the remainder of his trial with great reſolution; the Jury 
brought him in guilty of death, for being proſelyted to the Church of Rome. 
He was attended to the place of execution by four Miniſters of the Church 
of England, whoſe aſſiſtance he refuſed with a great deal of good manners; 
he kneel'd down at the foot of the Ladder, and made a publick confeſſion 
of the Roman Catholick faith. He ſuffered at Darlington 26 July 1 594, and 
his body was thrown into a hole near the Gallows. Ingram ſuffer'd at New- 
caſtle, and Boaſt at Durham 24 July 1594. - Church Hiſtory of England from 
1500 to 1688 Vol, 2. printed at Bruſſels 1739.

and that Ralph Leaver Clerk now Maſter or Almoner of the ſaid IIouſe or 
Hoſpital, is and ſhall be the preſent Maſter of the ſaid IIoſpital, & that Joh 
Stephenſon, Thomas Layton, James Bartlet, Cuthbert Bell, James Friend, TFilliam 
Scurfield, James Barnes, George Swaddle, * Randal White, Ci, iſtopher Hill, 
Thomas Smith, Richard Hobſon, Thomas Reovter, Ralph Suddick, Martin Garter, 
James Bell, John Marſhall, William Bell, Henry Gillily, Giles Boardman, Jahn 
Spurrier, Robert Ilodgeon, George Blaikſlon, Thomas Bell, Giles Widew, William

Valentine Dale was of Al! Souls College Oxford, admitted Batchelor of 
Laws 1545, and Doctor of the Civil Law 1552, he was afterwards Maſter of 
the Requeſts and Dean of Wells 1574.

In 1573 he went Ambaſſador to France, upon calling home of Sir F ancis 
Waljngham to be Secretary of State, and tends an account of the ſtate of

1577 He was appointed by Q. Eliz. a Commiſſioner with others to trcat 
with the K. of Portugal to try Pirates, and enquire into Dilapidations of 
the late Biſhop of Norwich.

1584 March 22. Preſented to the Maſterthip of Sherburn Heſpital as above. 

1588 Sent Ambaſſador to the Prince of Parma, Viceroy of the Low Coun- 
tries for the King of Spain, to expoſtulate with him about a Book written 
by Cardinal Allyn, wherein he exhorted the Nobility and People of England 
and Ireland to join the Spaniſh forces under the Prince to invade England; 
but the Prince pretended he knew nothing of ſuch a Book, and ſent AT.

1589 Nov. 17. He died in his houſe near St. Pauls Cathedral London, 
and was buried in the Pariſh Church of St. Gregory, leaving a Daughter 
named Dorothy, who being Coheir to her Father was married to Sir John 
North Son and Heir to Roger Lord North.

BISHOP BARNES 


B ISHOP BARNES was of the antient Family of the Barons of Berno: 
in Lancaſhire, he was bred at Brazen-noſe College Oxford, in 1561 


was Chancellor at York, and read Divinity publickly there for ſome Years, 
made Suffragan B:/hop of Nottingham anno 1567, thence advanced to be 
Biſhop of Carliſle in 1570, and on the death of Biſhop Pilkington was tranſla- 
ted to Durham 9. May 1577. by the Intereft of the Lord Treaſurer Burleigh, 
upon account of ſome good ſervices he was to do in that capacity for Queen 
Elizabeth and Religion, according as that Lord by a Letter had ſuggeſted to 
be expected from him, and whereupon he wrote the following Letter to 
the Lord Treaſurer.

« of my Preferment to Durham, and for inter poſing your credit for my ſervice ec.

Upon Biſhop Barnes firſt coming to Durham, he had a great conteſt with 
Biſhop Pilkingtons Widow for Dilapidations; being a little ſettled, he began to 
pluader his See, by alienating all that he could from it, and granting long 
Leaſes to Queen Elizabeth of ſeveral Manors, amongſt which was Gateſhead, 
with all the Manors, Coal-pitts and Coal-mines in Gateſhead and Which ham, 
with the Commons, Waſtes, Parks &c. Theſe the Queen gave to the Ear! 
of Leiceſter, who ſold his right to Themas Sutton Founder of the Charter- 
houſe in London, and he conveyed his Intereſt therein to the Mayor and 
Burgeſles of Newcaſtle upon Tyne for 12000L. Strype*s Annals Vel. 2. p. 432-

of Sherburn Hoſpital, he was of St. Johns College in Oxford, admit- 
ted Doctor in Phyſick 23d. June 1571. Inſtalled 13 Oct. 1573 in the third 
Prebend at Durham upon the reſignation of John Fox M. A. he was alſs 
Rector of Houghton le ſpring about five Years, both which Rectory and 
Prebend he reſigned upon being collated to Sherbura Hoſpital by Biſhop 
Hutton in December 1589.

Y moſt humble Dnty remembred &c. I am now to crave your 
| Lordſhips favour more than ever in my life, for I underſtand by Mr. 
Secretary, that her Majeſty is much offended with me for the beſtowing of 
Sherborn houſe, the matter is this: Immediately after the deceaſe of Decor 
Dale, I beſtowed the Hoſpital of Sherborn Houſe upon a Kinſman of mine 
one Mr. Robert Hutton a Batchelor of Divinity, and one of the ſenior Fellows 
of Trinity College in Cambridge, and this year, head Lecturer in that houſe, 
but becauſe the Living chiefly conſiſteth upon Kuſhandry, and he a meer 
Scholar, I was content at his ſuite to beſtow that Hoſpital upon Dr. Bellamy 
an honeſt Man, a Preacher and a Phyſician, to have charge both of the Souls 
and Bodies of the poor impotent ſick Perſons of that Hoſpital, and Doctor

( whereunto her Majeſty had given her Royal aſſent ) with beſt advice 
had already given it as fully and effectually as I could; ſo the matter 
ſlept from that time untill the beginning of March, when I did receive to 
my great grief another Letter from Mr. Secretary, that her Highneſs was 
greatly offended with me for the beſtowing of it, becauſe I knowing her 
Majeſtys determination, had preſumed to beſtow it without her leave: I 
anſwer that which was moſt true, as I hall anſwer before the living God, 
that I had given it before Mr. Secretary's Letter ſignifying her Majeſtys 
pleaſure did come unto my hands, and that 1 did it with the teſtimony of 
a good Conſcience, to bring into this ignorant Country two godly Preach- 
ers by. two Benefices which Dr. Bellamy did reſign, but this week I did 
receive a third letter from Mr. Secrctary, ſignifying that he had acquainted 
her Majeſty with my anſwer, wherewith her Highneſs was nothing ſatisfied, 
but that her Majeſties reſolution was that I ſhould reſtore Dr. Bellamy to 
to all his former Livings, and he to give over the Hoſpital, and that I thould 
ſend up forthwith to the Court Mr. Hutton to compound with Sir Henry 
Lee for the Hoſpital, and then he to have the ſame, which thing if it pleaſe 
your good Lordſhip lyeth not in me to do, for I am not Patron of all Dr. 
Bellamy's Livings, and he refuſeth to give over the Hoſpital which he doth 
_ lawfully poſſeſs, and Mr. Hutton was inſtituted and inducted into his * Bene- 
ſice and Prebend in the beginning of December laſt, and as I hear, hath al- 
ready compounded for firſt fruits, yet I have ſent my ſervant to Mr. Hutton 
at Cambridge, where he is preparing for his removing to his Benefice, now

do lawfully poſſeſs; Secondly, that the Hoſpital appointed by her Majeſty | 


and the whole Parliament to a Preacher, and the relief of the poor, may 
not be converted to worſe uſes , which is like to be, if Sir Henry Lee be 
compounded withal; Thrrdly, that her Majeſty be not offended with me

God for reſtoring you to health again, and to your Honour for your great 
favour towards me at all times, I humbly take my leave, Auland the zo.

MATTH. DUNELM 


& Biſhop Hutton was brought up in Trinity-hall Cambridge, of which he 
became a Fellow, afterwards Maſter of Pembroke- hall, and one of the Di- 
vinity Profeſſors of that Univerſity; in 1567 he was made Dean of York, 
being then Rector of Boxworth in Cambridgefhire, Prebend of Ely, Welts 
minſter, and of St. Pauls in London, 

1589 June 97h. he was elected Biſhop of Durham, GS 26 July and 
conſecrated next day; He held the Sce of Durham five years, and on the 
24 March 1595 was tranſlated to the Archbiſhoprick of York. 
| This 
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This Prelate was a Man of great learning, and accounted. the moſt able 
Preacher of the Age he lived in; but much dipped in worldly affairs in his 
younger years. (ſays Willis) having married no leis than three Wives before 
he got a Biſhoprick. He ſat in the See of York eleven years, and died at 
Biſhopthorpe 16 January 1605, Aged 8o years, leaving a fine Eſtate to Sir 
Timothy Hutton, his eldeſt Son, who two years after his Fathers death, was 
High Sheriff of the County of York. The Eſtate at Mar/# ſtill continues in 
the Family; He was buried in the South Quire of the Cathedral at York 
under an antique Architectural Monument, with a Figure lying at whole 
length upon the Pedeſtal part, and three Figures knceling below in three 
Arches, decorated upon the top with Coats of Arms &c. and bears the fol- 
lowing Inſcription.

Scholars, or any other Poor (other than of the ſaid Hoſpital) there are nci- 
ther Goods, Chattles, nor Sums of Money, aſſigned by the Foundation of the 
ſaid Hoſpital: And they ſind, that Robert Bellamy Clerk and Doctor of Phyſ- 

ick now Maſter of the ſaid Hoſpital, hath taken the Revenues and Proſits 

thereof theſe four laſt Years, as his Predeceſſors Mr. Ralph Leaver and Mr. 

Doctor Daile had done for the other ſpace of the ten Years now laſt paſt, and 

that by authority of her Majeſty's Grant in the Foundation aforeſaid, from 

the time and date thereof, which was anno vicęſimo ſetimo of her Highneſs 

Reign; which Revenues and Profits have been employed theſe Ten Years laſt 

by the ſaid Maſters for their times being upon the poor Brethren, in Sti- 

pends, Meat and Drink, and other Allowances, in Servants Wages, in hirc- 

ing of daytale Men, in Suites of Law for defence of the rights of the ſaid 

Hoſpital, in Proviſion of Coals, and Iron, in Reparations, and all other 

manner

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manner of Charges whatſoever, cither Yearly, Weckly, or otherwiſe, accor- 


ding to the meaning of the ſaid Foundation and Act; and they find that the 
Eſtate, Property, Poſſeſſion, Occupation, and Uſe of all the Premiſſes, now 
is and remaineth in the ſaid Robert Bellamy Maſter there, and further upon 
this Article concerning the ſaid Hoſpital they cannot find, 


UPON the Fourth Article they find, that the Gift, Admittance, and Pla- 
cing of the poor Brethren of the {aid Hoſpital of Sherburn, arc and ought to 
be in the Maſter there for the time being, (/ave only one Place reſerved by Act 
of Parliament to the Diſpoſition of John Trollope of Thornley and his Heirs, 
and the ſame Brethren are to be choſen and placed by the ſaid Maſter by 
vertue of the aforeſaid Act and Foundation, and by him to be removed (the 
cauſe being examined and approved by the Biſhop of Durham under his hand 
and Seal) and are to be governed and corrected by the Maſter according to 
ſuch Rules and Ordinances (not being repugnant to the Laws ot this Realm) 
as are and ſhall be delivered to the ſaid Matter and Brethren by the Biſhop 


of Durham for the time being under his Hand and Seal.

inge in Money, and are all continually reſiding there, except ſome of them 
ſometimes be abſent for lack of Chambers, the Lodgings being few, for that 
the number was augmented by the laſt Foundation from Sixteen to Thirty, 
and thoſe then during their Abſence, receive at the moſt each Man Port; 
Shillings, for all manner of Allowances, and are fo licenſed by the Maſter by 
Permiſſion of the Biſhop of Durham for the ſaid Cauſe; but theſe Jurors 
cannot find, that any of the ſaid Brethren have any Allowance in any other 
College, Hoſpital, or Houſe for the Poor, neither any Reverlion of any Alms 
Room 1n any ſuch Place. 


UPON the Seventh Article they find, that the Bie? of Durham for the 
time being is appointed only Vitor of the Hoſpital of Sherburn by Act of 
Parliament, and hath viſited the ſame once within theſe Four Years laſt, to 
very good Reformation. 


UPON the Frg/th Article they do not find, that any Fees, Penſions, or 
Payments, have been given, paid, or allowed, to any Perſon, out of any of 
the faid Hoſpitals, or the Poſſeſſions, Revenues, and Profits thereof, (other 
then to the Poor thereof during Ten Years laſt,) ſaving only out of Greatha!: 
Hoſpital where ſuch Penſions and Payments are Yearly paid to ſuch Perſons 
and for ſuch Cauſes, as are ſpecified upon the Third Article of this Inquiti- 
tion. 


UPON the Ninth Article they find, that there is aſſigned, limitted, and 
appointed, upon the Foundation or Endowment of the Cathedral Church of 
Durham, the Sum of One Hundred Marks, by the name of Alms Money, 
Yearly to be allowed by the Dean and Chapter there, to be given to the

hath, or before have had other Evidences and Charters of that Hoſpital, theſe

UPON the Twelfth Article they ſay, that they cannot further find con- 
cerning the Premiſſes than is before ſpecified; but they ſay there is an Alms- 
houſe ſituate nigh the Mate of the Caſtle in Durham, ſometime the Lands of 
one Ralph Squire, who by his Deed in writing dated the u of June 1474.

intention exprefled in a Schedule to his ſaid Deed annexcd, wherein is ſpe- 
ciſied certain Orders for repairing and maintaining the ſaid Alms houſe for 
lodging all Poor People travelling craving the ſame for one Day and one Night 
except at the Feaſts of the Nativity, and of the Reſurrection and Aſcenſion of our 
Lord, and then the Poor to be lodged for two Days and two Nights, and for Pro- 


viſion of Bedding and ſome Ceals for the ſaid Poor, as by the Schedule amongſt 
other 
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other things appeareth; And they find that the ſaid Burgage in Framwellgat: 
yeildeth Ten Shillings and Sixpence Rent by the Year, which 1s all the Reven- 
nes that belong to the upholding of the ſaid Alms houſe and the Burgage 
itſelf or any other thing therein, which Rent by conſent of the ſaid Anthony 


Middleton and his Copartners, the Churchwardens for the time being of Saint 
Margarets do Yearly receive for the Uſes aforeſaid, and fo far as the ſame 
will extend do employ the ſame to the Repairations of the ſaid Houſes and 
other Uſes ſpecified in the ſaid Schedule, and have in their Cuſtody the two 
ſeveral Deeds abovementioned and no others. 


And the ſaid Jurors do likewiſe find, that there is one Houſe called the 
Spittle Houſe which ſtandeth in the Common belonging to the Burrough of 
Framwellgate, uſed for the relief of Infected Perſons coming to the City of Durham, 
where they are relieved at the Charges of the Burrougly with Meat, Drink, Fire, 
and Lodging during their abode, unto which Houſe nothing belongeth but a

ORDINANCES and RULES delivered by the Right Reverend Fat her 
in God TOBY by Divine Providence Biſhop of Dureſme, unto Robert 
Bellamy Clerk Doctor of Phyſick, Maſter and the Brethren of Chrifts 
Hoſpital in Sherburn near Dureſme in the County of Dureſme in the ſaid 


Lord Biſhop his Diuceſs, on a Viſitation holden in the Year of our Lord 
God Fourſcore and Fifteen, 1595. 


ORASMUCH as by the Foundation of that Hoſpital, made in the 27 
Year of the Reign of our moſt dread Sovereign Lady Elizabeth by the 
Grace of God Queen of England France and Ireland, Defender of the Faith 
&c. Power and Authority is given to the Biſhops of Dureſme ſucceſſively, 


not only to nominate, collate, admit and inſtitute, the Maiſter of the ſaid 
Hoſpitall into the ſame ſo often as it ſhall become void; but alſo to make, 


ordain, and ſet down Ordinances and Rules (not repugning to the Laws ol 
this Realm) to be obſerved and kept inviolable by the ſaid Maiſter & Breth- 
ren and their Succeſſors; It is therefore ordained, decreed and ſet down, by 


the ſaid Reverend Father by Authority aforeſaid, for the better Government 
of the ſaid Hoſpitall, in manner and form following. 


FIRST, It is ordained by the ſaid Reverend Father, that the Maiſter of the 
ſaid Hoſpitall for the time being, ſhall well and faithfully perform all the 
partes required of him by the ſaid Statute or Foundation, as well for in— 
ſtructing of the Brethren and Family there in ſincere Religion as vertuous 
Demeanor, as alſo for the maintaining and preſerving of the Stock & Goods 
and Chattells, with other Implements belonging to the ſaid Hoſpital, and 


committed to the ſaid Maiſter, according to the laudable Cuſtom of his Pre- 
deceſſors Maiſters of the ſaid Hoſpitall, and the Bond uſually taken of them 


and every of them in that caſe, 
ITE 
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ITEM, It is ordained by the ſaid Reverend Father, that the ſaid Maiſter 
for the time being, ſhall from hencetorth keep and releive with ſufficient 
Allowance Thirty Brethren, ſuch as the Statute or Foundation doth limit or 
appoint, and in ſuch ſort as ſhall be from time to time thought moſt conve- 
nient by the ſaid Reverend Father, whereof ſome to be aged, lame, blind, or 
otherwiſe impotent, and ſome Men fit for the Offices and Services within the 
ſaid Hoſpitall, and ſome to be Children viz. Boys, fo they do not exceed the 
number of four, apt for learning dayly to pray for the good preſervation or 
the Queens Majeſty their Foundreſs her Heirs and Succeſſors: Provided 
always, that ſo many as be Children, ſhall be brought up in learning and the 
Catechiſim fit for their Capacity till they be fit for ſome Trade in the Com- 
monwealth, or clſe ſome Office in the ſaid Hoſpitall. 


ITEM, It is ordained by the ſaid Reverend Father, that all and every the 


number of Brethren appointed by the ſaid Statute or Foundation, ſhall will- 
ingly and preſently (the cauſe of Infirmity by the ſaid Maiſter to be approved 


only except) without delay, repair home, meet and come together at and 
within the ſaid Hoſpital at two ſeveral times in the Year yearly v:2. the 
day of September, being the day of her Majeſtys Birth, and the 17 th. day oi 
November, being the day of her Highneſs Coronation, then and there mutu- 
ally with one Heart and Voice to pray and praiſe God, and further to pro- 
poſe, conclude, ſet down and finith, all other the Affairs of the ſaid Hoſpitall 
then treatable; at which time the Maiſter of the ſaid Hoſpitall ſhall not only 
allow and perform to all and every the Brethren ſo aſſembled, ſuſſicient Meat 
and Drink for two days ſpace, but alſo ſhall make before them ſome godly 
Chriſtian Exhortation, to perſwade them to Godlineſs and Obedience, and a 
continual Thankfulneſs for the great benefits of her Majeſty beſtowed on 
them and that Hoſpitall. 


Irxar 
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ITEM, It is further ordained by the ſaid Reverend Father, that whereas 
the Act and Foundation of that Hoſpitall forbiddeth any Woman to be ad- 
mitted into the number and Society there, and conſequently intended all 
Suſpicion to be avoided; the Maiſter henceforth ſhall not admit nor receive 
any marry'd Man having his Wite alive, uſually to lodge and continue with- 
in the Precinct of the ſaid Hoſpitall, and ſhall not permit their Wives or 
Childern, or other Friends and Acquaintance to reſort into the ſaid Hoſpitall; 
forſomuch as there be Women appointed to attend the ſame Poor Men ſufli- 
ciently in Sickneſs and in Health; and that the ſaid Maiſter ſhall not permit 
any of the ſaid Brethren to gadd and range abroad, without eſpecial cauſe 
allowed and licence obtained, either by the Maiſter or his Curate, to the in- 
tent they may better attend Gods Service and the performance of their duties 
dayly in the Church, and other Offices about the Affairs of that Hoſpitall, 
aſſigned unto them by the Maiſter or the Steward. 


ITEM, It is ordained by the ſaid Reverend Father, that if any of the ſaid 
Brethren either reſident or abſent, ſhall become a ſtubborn or diſobedient 


Perſon, a Diſturber of the Common Peace in that Society, a Deſpiſer of the 
preſent State, a Maintaincr of Factions, a Drawer from Obedience, a Seducer 
from Religion now cſtabliſhed, a Whiſperer or Spreader of Lies, or a com- 
mon Frequenter of infamous or defamed Perſons or Places; every ſuch Per- 
ſon convented or convicted thereof before the Maiſter there under the teſti- 
mony of four or five of the Brethren then preſent, ſhall preſently according 
to the quality of his Offence be puniſhed or cxpelled, according to the order 
of the ſaid Foundation. 


AND further, if any of the Brethren there reſident, cither in weakneſs of 
Stomach, deſire, or by willful Contempt, refuſe and diſlike the Preſcript- 
Dyet of the Houſe, then the Maiſter of the ſame Hoſpitall ſhall ſuffer or 


compell the ſame partie to his own private Proviſion elſewhere; giving and 
| allowing 
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allowing Yearly unto the ſaid Party or Parties each one Forty Shillings, to 
be paid by Ten Shillings a Quarter, as others abſent formerly have been 
wont to receive; Provided always, that no Brother ſhall make Sale; of his 
place on pain of preſent Expulſion. | 


ITEM, Laſtly it is ordained by the ſaid Reverend Father, that all the Stock 
of Goods and Chattells, Corn, Hay, Utenſills, and Implements of the ſaid 
Hoſpital whatſoever, ſhall be delivered by the former Maiſter if he be living, 
or by his Executors or Aſſigns if he be dead, unto the Succeſſor and Breth- 
ren by an Inventory Tripartite, as was done lately after the death of Maiſter 
Doctor Daile, whereof one part to remain with the Biſhop of Dureſme, and 
another part with the Succeſſor, and the third part with the former Maiſter 
and his Executors; and to this purpoſe every new Maiſter before his Admiſ- 
lion, ſhall become bound to the Lord Biſhop of Dure/me for the time being in 
a Bond of Eight Hundred Pounds or more, for the performance, ſaftey, and 
delivery of all the ſaid Stock of Goods and Chattells, Corn, Hay, Utenſills, 
and Implements whatſoever belonging to the ſaid Hoſpitall, at every change 
of the Maiſter, according to the aforeſaid Inventory, and the commendable 
Examples of his Predeceſſors the former Maiſters of the ſaid Hoſpitall.

wiſe been rendered unable to gain a Laivelyhood for the future; having 
amongſt other comfortable Proviſions deſigned for their Releif and Subſis— 
tance, directed and commanded, that the Alms Mens Places in all the Hol. 
pitals within this Kingdom, which are at -preſent or ſhall become void, be 
preſerved and kept for fuch as are or ſhall be ſo; maimed as aforeſaid. 


Theſe are therefore by expreſs Order from his Majeſty and his moſt hon- 
orable Privy Council, to require You in his Majeſties name, not to diſpoſe

and power of a Viſitor there; and foraſmuch as diverſe Orders and Decrees 
as to the Eſtate and Government of that Hoſpital have formerly been made, 
and particularly by:the Reverend Father in God Toby Matthews then Biſhop. 
of Durham, all which have never ſince (by difuſe and the employment of 
Garmanſway,parcell of the Eſtate of the ſame Hoſpital, to the far and more 
greater advantage and emolument of the Houſe) been obſerved, and of all 
which there can be.no recovery by any ſearch. or enquiry in or by our Re- 
giſtry at Durham, nor yet in the ſaid Hoſpital (the Houſe in the late time 
of Rebellion being plundered, and the Foundation thereot and diverſe otlier 
Tunimcnts belonging: to the ſame Hoſpital deſtroyed and taken away) and 
becauſe 76/272 Machen Clerk the preſent Maſter, from a good Conſcience and

ORDERS and RULES made by Biſhop Crewe on his Viſita- 
tion of Sherburn Hoſpital, for the Government thereof, in the 
time of Dr. John Mountague Maſter of the ſaid Haſpital. 1903.

ding to the Book of Common Prayer in the Chappel there, at the uſual 


E Order and appoint, that the Chaplain of the faid Hoſpital be 
diligent in reading daily the Morning and Evening Prayers, accor- 


hours; and that the Inn Brethren be conſtantly preſent at the beginning, 
unleſs they be really ſick or unable to come, or be employed about the affairs 
of the ſaid Hoſpital, by the appointment of the Maſter or his Officers ; and 
whoſoever ſhall offend herein, for the firſt omiſſion he ſhall want a Days 
Meat or Diet, for the ſecond three Days Diet, and for the third omiſhon he 
ſhall be ſuſpended from all Profits in the ſaid Hoſpital, untill the Maſter ſhall 
think fit to reſtore lum. And alſo We require the Chaplain to adminiſter 
the Holy Communion at leaſt three times in the Year (to wit) at Chriſtmas, 
Eaſter, and Whitſuntide, and if any of the Inn Brethren (without a reaſon- 
able cauſc) ſhall be abſent from the Holy Sacrament, they ſhall be admonithed 
by the Maſter, and if they continue to neglect that Holy Ordinance, they 
ſhall upon juſt complaint to their Biſhop or Viſitor, be puniſhed as he ſhall 
think fit, Provided always, that the ſaid deductions of their Profits and Diet 
for ſuch Offences, be diſtributed amongſt the other Brethren who are not 
Oſfenders. 


2. Whereas the Maſter at our requeſt (tho' not obliged) hath promiſed to 
beſtow Gowns this Year on all the Inn Brethren; We do hereby Order and 
appoint, that the ſaid Brethren conſtantly appear in theſe Gowns at Divine 
Service Morning and Evening in the Chappel, upon every Sunday and other 
Holydays, and upon the Eves of the ſame, 
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3. We Order and appoint, that the Maſter of the ſaid Hoſpital, who hither- 
to hath paid and allowed according to Cuſtom, only Twenty Shillings Yearly 
to every Inn Brother, ſhall inſtead thereof, henceforth pay and allow to 
every ſuch Brother Thirty Shillings Yearly, the firſt Quarterly payment is (o 
be made at Chriſtmas next enſuing, and be continued and paid in ſuch pie- 
portions, as the ſaid Twenty Shillings hath hitherto been uſually paid and 


delivered, 


4. We Order and appoint, that henceforth every Inn Brother have the ſame 
allowance of Fleſh Meat and Diet upon Tueſdays, in like manner and in the 
ſame quantities and proportion, as they have hitherto had upon Thurſdays 
and Sundays; and alſo in the time of Lent, they ſhall have twice a Weck 
(viz.) on Sundays and "Thurſdays Fleſh Meat, in the ſame proportion as 
they have on thoſe days out of Lent. 


3, We Order and appoint, that inſtead of one Pound and a half of Cheeſe, 
hitherto given to every Inn Brother weekly out of Lent, and one Pound 
in the time of Lent; every ſuch Brother ſhall hereafter have two Pounds 
of Cheeſe weckly out of Lent, and one Pound and half for every Brother 
in Lent, weekly to be diſtributed to them every Monday, and alſo the Small 
Beer ſhall have two old Buſhells of Malt allowed to every Hogſhead. 


6, We Order and appoint, that the Maſter ſhall allow to every Inn Brother 
hereafter to be admitted, at his entrance, Twenty Shillings, towards his pro- 
viding himſelf with Bedding. 


7, We Order and appoint, that every Inn Brother ſhall have Two Fodders 
or Wain load of Coals for his own particular Fire, to be laid in at Michacl- 
mas Yearly, over and above the allowance of Coals for their Common Fire. 


8, We Order and appoint, that che full number of Inn Brethren viz fifteen 


Mall be maintained according to the above allowances; and alſo that one 
Woman

Woman Servant ſhall conſtantly reſide within the Houſe, to attend upon 
and aſſiſt the {aid Brethren in their lodgings and other neceſſaries, and this 
at the Maſters charge. 


9. We Order and appoint, that none of the Inn Brethren preſume to depart 
from, or be abſent at any time out of the Precincts of the ſaid Hoſpital, or 
the Demeſnes thereof, on any occaſion whatſoever, without the eſpecial li- 
cence of the Maſter himſelf if preſent, or of his Chaplain or Agent in his 
abſence, upon pain of loſcing one days Diet for the firſt time, and two days 
for the ſecond time, and of ſuſpenſion for the third time, during the Maſters 
pleaſure, and theſe ſeveral Penalties to be divided among ſuch of the Inn 
Brethren as are not Offenders. 


Laſtly, We Order and appeint, that henceforth, no Perſon having a Wife, 
or who is not born within the County of Durham, ſhall be admitted as an 
Inn Brother in the ſaid Hoſpital, and that before the Admiſſion of every 
ſuch Brother (who ſhall be alſo otherwiſe qualified according to the Statutes 
of the ſaid Hoſpital) he ſhall be preſented to the Biſhop of Durham for the 
time being if preſent, or in his abſence to his Lordſhips Commiſſioners, to 
be ſworn to the due Obſervation of the Statutes thereof, within fifteen days 
next after every Vacancy and Nomination of another by the Maſter for 


the time being. 


If any of theſe Orders be diſobeyed by the Maſter, or any under him, the 
Perſon offending, ſhall be cenſured as his Lordihip ſhall think fit. 


We cannot conclude, without doing the preſent Maſter thus much Right 
and Juſtice, as to let the Brethren know, that he is as willing to comply 
with theſe Statutes and Orders, as We or You can deſire, and that if We 
had charged more, he would not have thought too much for ſuch a Work 


of Picty and Charity.

ing their Anſwers he had obſerved, that none of the Brethren had taken 
the Oath required by Queen Elizabeths Foundation, by which neglect all 
their places were void; but upon the Brethrens pleading that they did not 
know what was contained in that Foundation, and that their Ignorance was 
the cauſe of that neglect, and deſireing to be new admitted, the ſaid Right 
Reverend Father upon ſuch their humble Petition, declared he was willing 
to admit them, in caſe the Maſter would nominate them; upon which the 
Maſter nominated them, and all of them then preſent were {worn and ad- 
mitted accordingly, and John Wright and Chriſtopher Ovington ordered to be 
ſworn when they were recovered of their ſickneſs, (the Maſter having been 
ſworn by the ſaid Right Reverend Father before his Admiſſion to the ſaid 
Maſterſhip as required by the ſaid Act of Foundation) and then the ſaid 
Right Reverend Father adjourned the Buſineſs of his Viſitation to Tueſday 
the Twenty ſixth inſtant, between the hours of ten and twelve in the Fore- 
noon of the ſaid day to the Caſtle at Durham, and admon:ſhed the Maſter 
and two of the Inn Brethren (to wit) John Whitfield and ohn Neams (ex- 
cuſing the reſt) then and there to attend him to receive Ordinances and 
Rules from him for the good Government of the ſaid Hoſpital at Sherburn.

We have none in the Hoſpital, nor did I the Maſter find any among the Pa- 
pers of Dr. Rundle my immediate Predeceſſor, except a fer Rules made by 
Lord Crewe at his | i tation in 1703, upon Paper and without Seal, and

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a Copy of an Order of Biſhop Crewe fer reducing the Value of the Stock 
upon the Ground to 200 C. upon Dr. Mountague's Admiſſion to be Maſter, 
which was likereiſe extended to Dr. Mountague's Executors upon his De- 
miſe; but I have heard that Biſhop Matthews, or ſome Biſhop before him, 
aid mate Ordinances for the good Gevernment of the Hoſpital, and have made 
diligent enquiry at the Auditors Office, and at the Office of the Regiſter of 
the Conſiſtory Court where they ſhould be lodged, but can hear nething them. 


2. Waar Charters, Writings, Title Deeds, or other Evidences of your Eſtate 
are in your cuſtody, name them, and tell how and where they are preſerved? 


In the Hiſpital there is not a Scrip of Paper left of any Charters, Title Deeds 
or ether Evidences, or any Remembrance of ſuch in the Hoſpital ; but I have 
been told by ſome Antiquaries, and believe that they were moſtly embezled 
befere Queen Flizabeths time, and the reſt a few Years after Queen Ehza- 
beths Act, while Dr. Valentine Dale a Civilian was Maſter, and employed 
abroad in the Queens Service, — Among Dr. Rundle's Papers there 1s 
Biſhop Pilkington's Incorporation, but that is of no Uſe, being prior to 


Deen Elizabeths Act of Incorporation. 


4. HaTu the Maſter any Eccleſiaſtical Benefice with Cure of Souls? Is he 
obliged by any Rule to conſtant Reſidence, or hath he uſually reſided? 


The Maſter hath no Eccleſiaſtical Benefice with Cure of Souls. We know the 
Maſter has ſeldom or never reſided, for living uſually at Durham, he fre- 
quently came over hither, and always ſupplied the ordinary duty of the Flouſe 
by a Deputy Maſter; and therefore We ds net believe there was any Rule to 
oblige him to Reſidence, becauſe Sherburn being ſo near Durham, the Biſhop 
could not be ignorant that he did not reſide; but to be poſitive that there was 
no Rule upon our Oath to oblige him, is what We cannot be, having never 


feen or beard of any Statutes or Rules of the Houſe, 
WHETHER 
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v. WHETHER the Brethren have been admitted and placed there as the 
Foundation requires? (Cviz.) Have all and every Member been duly ſworn 


before his coming in to be Maſter or Brother, for performing ſuch Ordi- 


nances as ſhall from time to time be ſet down by the Biſhop of Durham, 
according to the ſpecial direction of Queen Elizabeths Act, and by Orders 
made by Biſhop Crewe at his Viſitation in 1703; Or which af the Members 
have not? Anſwer particularly. 


I the Maſter have taken the Oath enjoyned by Queen Eliaabeths Act, but 
none of the Out or Inn Brethren have been ſworn, nor ever heard they were 
bound to it. 


6. ARE any Lands of the Hoſpital let in Leaſe that have not uſually been 
leaſed out? tell which they be; and hath the accuſtomed Yearly Rent anti- 
ently reſerved on the ſaid Leaſes been duly continued in the new Leaſes? 


We know of no Leaſes of Lands that have not uſually been leaſed out, and 
whereupon the antient accuſtomed Yearly Rent hath not been reſerved.

Tell when, and the occa- 
ſion, and by whom reduced. What was the condition of this Bond or for 
| what 
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what ends and purpoſes was it executed, where ought it to be lodged, and 
was it for a certain Sum or to the value of ſuch Stock of the Predeceſlor as 
ſhould come to the hands of the Succeflor? Tell all you know or have heard 
of this matter truly and fully upon your Oath. 


The Brethren knew nothing ef the Bond, nor conſequently of the Condition of 

it, nor of the ends and purpoſes for which the Bond was given: But I the 

ſaid Maſter underſtand, that formerly a Bond was given ſometime after the 
Maſters Admiſſion, for the payment of 400 L. to the ſucceeding Maſter ; but 

whether it was by Statute or antient Uſeage I know not. The Deſign of this 
Bond as I have heard, «was to ſecure ſuch Stacks of Cattle and Stores of Corn 

ſpecified in an Inventory made at the ſame time, as might be ſufficient to anſ= 
wer any preſent occaſion of the Houſe, and alſo for making good the Heir Looms 
both within and without the Houſe: This Bond and Inventory was uſed ta 
be lodged in the Regiſters Office as I have reaſon to belerve; but upon my late 

enquiries there, the Officers deny they have ſuch Bond's, or that they ever 
heard of them, nor are they to be found in the Auditors Office. The Hiſtory 
of the ſinking of this Sum is this; While Mr. Machon was Maſter, the Ciuit 

Wars breke cut, and between the Kings Army which was quartered at Dur- 
ham, and the Parliament Army quartered at Quarrington, Sherburn - houſe 
which lay in the middle, was plundered of its Cattle and many of the Goods 
of all kinds; in conſideration thereef, after the Reſtoration Biſhop Crewe 
as Vifitor, by Writing under Hand and Seal, diſcharged Mr. Machon'”s 
Executors from ihe payment of 400 U. to his Succeſſors, and reduced the pay- 
went to 200 . which Sum Dr. Mountague his Succeſſer entering upon and

Eightpence, the Act of Queen Elizabeth added Ten Shillings a Year more to 
that Portion; Dr. Mountague raiſed it to Thirty Shillings, and the laſl 
Maſter made it Forty Shillings, which ſhall be continued, as alſo the cloath- 
ing them with a new Suite every Tear, which hath been begun very lately, 
and the prouiſion of new Beds, Blanketts, and Curtains, and all fitting Con- 
veniencies in their Chambers.

H E Conſiderat'on of remitting the Two Hundred Pounds if I re- 

member right, was, that John Machon the Predeceſſor to Dr. Mounta- 
gue had greatly ſuffered in the Civil Wars, and been long diſpoſſeſt of his 
Preferment, and dying without being able to tranſniit the Four Hundred 
Pounds to thoſe who were to ſucceed him, and that therefore Dr. Mountague 
ſhould not be obliged to pay more than Two, to the Perſon who ſhould 
come after him: I acquainted my Patron Br/hop Talbot with it, who would 


not accept of my Bond for Two Hundred Pounds, till he had examined it 


at a Viſitation, but he died before he had an opportunity of doing ſo. Dean 
Myuntague never gave any Bond. I received the Two Hundred Pounds from 


Myr, Carteret his Executor.

The Buſineſs of the Viſitation of the ſaid Right Reverend Father is con- 
tinued and adjourned to this day, hour, and place, and the Maſter, - Fob» 


Whitfield and Fohn Weems two of the Inn Brethren (the reſt being excepted) 
were admoniſhed to attend to receive Ordinances and Rules for the good 


Government of the ſaid Hoſpital, and the Citation continued againſt Fohn 
Brocthall, and his Puniſhment further reſerved to this day; which day, 
hour, and place, the Maſter and John Whitfield and John Weems, the two 
Inn Brethren being called appeared, and the ſaid Right Reverend Father 
did then and there deliver to them his Ordinances and Rules in Writing, 
under his Epiſcopal Scal, for the good Government of the ſaid Hoſpital at 
Sherburn, and decreed the ſaid 7% u Brockhall for his contempt in not ap- 
pearing at his Viſitation ( being cited and often called ) to be deprived of 
his place of Out Brother, and then adjourned the ſaid Viſitation to the 
Thirtieth day of September next to the Caſtle in Durham aforcſaid.

I at bis primary Viſutation of the ſaid Heyſpital, which was begun Augu? 
f the 14th. 1735, and continued by ſeveral Adjournments to that day. 
1 FED WARD by Divine Providence Lord B:ifhop of Dureſine. TO our 
I well beloved in Chriſt Nadham Chandler Clerk Maſter of Arts, M aſter of tlie 
I {aid Hoſpital, Richard Grey, Jobn Whitfield, and the reſt of the Brethren. 
g IF the Changes incident to all Perſons and Things, did not inſcnſibly 
$ introduce deviations from the Original Conſtitutions of Socicties allo, and 
: make frequent reviews of the Laws whereby they ſhould be governed neceſl- 
3 ary, for preſcrving a conſiſtency between Mens Practices and their Rules, ye: 
E the preſent condition of Chrifts Haſpital at Sherborn in particular, would de- 
I mand a ſpeedy Proviſion to be made againſt foine Evils the Houſe labours 
E under, and which by longer neglect may grow to be very detrimental to it. 
3 FOR having in our Viſitation upon tlie place diſcovered that all the 
1 local Statutes made by our Predeceflors, ſince the Foundation of the ſaid 
1 Hoſpital by Qucen Llizabetb, with content of her Parliament, were either 
5 loſt, concealed, or of no validity, for want of a ratiacation under the Epiſco— 
4 pal Seal, as is required by her AQ; that their Stocks of Cattle and Corn were 


deſtroyed and conſumed in the time of the Civil Wars, by the Two Armies 


in the Neighbourhood of SY pouſe, that no Inventory hath been ſince 
taken

taken of their Goods, nor Bond given by the entering Maſter for any Sum 
of Money to be paid to every ſucceeding Maſter, as a Fund in readineſs 
for the occaſions of the ſaid Hoſpital, and as was wont formerly to be given; 
We judged no time was to be loſt in ſettling new Rules, without which no 
Socicty can well ſubſiſt, which may alſo be effectual for ſecuring what Goods 
and Chattles are ſtill remaining, and prevent further ruin to their common 
Eſtate, which in a long Chancery Suite at this diſtance of time, after a ſuc- 


ceſſion of two or three Maſters, under a defect of full proofs, muſt be hazar- 
ded with ſmall proſpect of Succeſs. 


IN drawing up theſe Rules, We have revived as many Ordinances of the 
firſt Founders, as could be adapted to the preſent ſtate of things, and follow- 


ed thoſe of our late Predeceſſors where We could preſume of their Intentions 
by their Articles of Viſitation which We have ſeen, and theſe Rules fo coll- 
ected and hereafter following; We by the Authority given Us by Act of 
Parliament, as well as the antienter Conſtitutions of the firſt Founders, B/. 
ops of this Dioceſe ; DO for ourſelves and Succeſſors, order and appoint to be 
the ſtanding Rules to be obſerved by all the Members of the ſaid Hoſpital. 


until ſuch time as any of our Succeſſors ſhall ſee cauſe, or in their Wiſdom 
think proper to alter or amend them. 


AND to prevent Confuſton by a diſagreement of theſe with any forme: 
Rules (ſhould any ſuch come to light hereafter ) We after the Example of 
our worthy Predeceſſor Thomas Langley in his new Ordination of the ſaid 
Hoſpital, reſcind and annul all former Conſtitutions, Rules and Ordinances: 
made by any of our Predeceſlors, and do ſubſtitute theſe in their place, as 
the only Rules they ſhall be bound to obey. Given at our Caſtle at Durham, 
the Twenty Sixth Day of Auguſt, being one of the Days and Places to which 
We adjourned our Viſitation of the ſaid Hoſpital, in the Erghteenth Year of 
our Conſecration, Fifth of our Tranſlation, and in the Year of our Lord Oe 
Thouſand Seven Hundred and Thirty Five. 


STATUTES 


Concerning the Maſter. 
1. THE Maſter ſhall be always a Perſon in Holy Orders, of the Degree of 
Maſter of Arts at leaſt, a licenſed Preacher, and one who is capable of Buſi- 


neſs and applies himſelf to it, eſpecially for the Maintenance and proſperous 
Fitate of the Hoſpital. | 


2. THE Maſter or his Deputy appointed by him to a& in his name, ſhall 
uſually reſide within the ſaid Hoſpital, for the better ordering and governing 
the Members thereof, according to an antient Conſtitution of Thomas Langley 
Biſhop of Dure/ine; ſaving to the ſaid Biſhop his ordinary Juriſdition over 
them. 


3. THE Maſter if he be not conſtantly reſident in Perſon, ſhall often re- 
par thither to preach and read Lectures on Catechetical heads to them, and 
to enquire and hear the Complaints of the Brethren when they have any, & 


lee them redreſſed. 


4. THE Common Seal ſhall be kept by the Maſter only, in a Box locked up 
and not to be truſted with the Deputy, and the Maſter ſhall be always 
preſent when the Scal is put to any Inſtrument. 

5. THE Counterparts of the Leaſes ſhall be preſerved in the cuſtody of the 
Maſter himſelf, and as often as there ſhall be occaſion to truſt any Writing 
out of his hands, he ſhall take a Note for the ſafe delivery of it. | 


6. NO Demiſe of Lands antiently uſed to be demiſed, ſhall paſs otherwiſe 
than by the Common Seal; and no Demiſe of Lands not demiſeable by Veen 
Fli-abeth's Foundation, ſhall be accounted valid in Law, tho” it be duly ſeal- 
cd with the Common Scal. 

-, UPON ſealing of any Leaſe, Twelve-pence and no more ſhall be given 
to every Member that attends to ſign the Leaſe. | 


3. THE Demeſncs at Sherburn ſhall never be demifed by Leaſe for Years 


Or 
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er Lives, but the whole or at leaſt the greateſt part thereof Niall continue in 
the occupation of the Maſter or his Deputy, Steward or Agent, fo that there 
ſhall always be maintained on the Ground a ful! Stock of Young Cattle 
of all kinds, and a ſufficient quantity of Hay and Stores of Corn and other 


Grain in the Granaries, to anſwer all occaſtons of the IIouſe. 


9. UPON the Death, Ceſſion, or Neſignation of cvery Maſter, fo much ot 
his Stock and Stores of all ſorts, as ſhall be prized to the Value of Tivo Hun- 
dred Pounds, ſhall be delivered over to the {ſucceeding Maſter, who hall be 
legally intitled thereto from the precceding Matter his Ilcirs or Executors, dr 
the Sum of Two Hundred Pounds for and in lieu and in full ſatisfaction for 


the ſame. 


10. FOR the better ſecuring of this Two Hundred Ponnds, or Stock or 
Stores to the Value thereof; every Maſter ſoon after his Induction {hall be 
hound to the Bi/hop of Dureſme, in the Penalty of Four Fyndred Pounds, 101 
the Payment of Two Hundred Pounds, or Stock and Stores of that Value to 
his lawful Succeſſor, which Bond ſhall be lodged in the Regiſtry of the Biih- 
op's Conſiſtory Court, to be delivered up and cancelled upon performance at 
he Condition by the preceeding Maſter. 


r. AN exact Inventory ſhall be taken by every Maſter at his coming into 
his place of all the Plate, Houſehold Goods, Kitchen and Brewing Veſlc!:, 
Utenſils in the Dairy, Cellar, and for Hutbandry, Linnen, Bedding, and all 
other Furniture, as well belonging to the Houſe of the Maſter, as the Houſe: 
of the Brethren, and three Copies made thereof and ſigned by the ſaid Maſter 
the one to be lodged in the Regiſtry aforeſaid with the Bond for paym wy of 
Two Hundred Pounds, the other to be preſerved by the Maſter himſelf, and the 
third to be kept by the Heirs or Executors of the prececding Maſter, who is 
obliged to leave the ſame as he received them at his Entrance, according to 
the ſaid Inventory. 

12. THE Original of theſe Statutes to be ſafely locked up in the ſame Box 
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STATUTES 


with the Common Seal, to be delivered with the ſaid Seal to the next lawtut 
Succeſſor by the Predeceſſor or his Executors or Adminiſtrators, and a Book 
hall be prepared for Common Uſe; wherein theſe Statutes and Ordinances, 
as far as they concern the Brethren, ſhall be fairly written with Queen Eliza- 
beth's Act of Foundation in the 2774, Year of her Reign; and ſuch other 
Rules as ſhall hereafter be made by any ſucceeding Biſhop. Theſe 


Rules concerning the Brethren are to be read to the Inn- Brethren at a full 
Meeting once a Year. 


13. A Quarto Book ſhall be carefully kept by the Maſter or his Deputy, 
wherein ſhall be fairly centred the Names of all the preſent Members, and the 
time of their coming in; and when and before whom they were ſworn; and 


as often as any of them die, the Brother who ſucceeds him ſhall have his 
Name entred, his Country, Pariſh, his Age, and the day of the Year of his 
being ſworn and by whom, and whom he ſucceeds, and till this be done, no 
Perſon ſhall be reckoned a Brother or Member of Sherburn- hoſe. 


14. AS many Brethren ſhall be lodged within the Houſe, as the antient 
Lodgings will permit, and have uſually for many Years paſt reſided therein. 


OF the BRETHREN. 


15. IN filing up the vacant Places of the Inn- Brethren, a preferrence 


ſhall be often given to the Out- Brethren, who in the Maſters Opinion de- 


ſerve to be taken into the Houſe, yet ſo as that it ſhall be matter of choice 
and diſcretion in the Maſter, and not of Obligation to proceed in that way. 


16. "THESE Qualifications ſhall be required in every Man that is admitted 
into Sherburn Houſe as a Brother; that he be a ſingle Perſon, who hath lived 
well and creditably in the World, and is not at this time worth Twenty Pounds, 


that he be born in the County of Durham, unleſs by ſpecial allowance of the 
Biſhop 
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Biſhop, the County be diſpenſed with; and particularly that ſuch as have 
lived within the Manors, and been Tenants to the Lands of the Biſhoprick 
or Hoſpital Eſtate, if in other reſpects they be as well qualified, ſhall have the 
preferrence; that he be of the Age of Fifty Six or upwards, never under; 
that he be not then labouring under any Sick neſs, or incurable or infectious 
Diſeaſe, tho“ the Lame and Impotent ſhould be conſidered in the firſt place. 


17. HE ſhall be a conſtant Member of the Church of England by Law 
eſtabliſhed, and continue ſo. 


18. TO this end We order, That every Man that deſires to be a Brother, 
ſhall preſent a Petition to the Maſter, ſetting forth his Caſe, with a Certifi- 


cate of his Age, under the hand of the Miniſter of the Pariſh where he was 
born, and another Certificate of his peaceable ſocial Diſpoſition, and ſober 
Behaviour, and conformity to the Church of England for fome Years laſt 
paſt, under the hands of credible Gentlemen and others, Neighbours to the 


Place where he hath laſt lived; which Petitions and Certificates ſhall be filed 


by the Maſter, to be produced when he ſhall be called upon. 


19. NO one ſhall be treated as a Brother and Member of this Corporation 
or intitled to any Profits as ſuch, who hath not firſt taken his Corporal Oath 
for performing ſuch Ordinances and Rules as have been, and ſhall hereafter 
be made and ſet down by the Bi/hop of Dureſme, under his Hand and Seal in 
writing, for the good Order and Government of the Maſter and Brethren of 
the ſaid Hoſpital, which ſaid Oath ſhall be taken before the Biſhop, if he 


happens to be at that time in the City of Durham, or elſe before his Spiritual 


Chancellor, or the Chancellors Principal Surrogate, without Fee. 


5 20. WITHIN a Month after every Vacancy, the Maſter if he be in the 
Country, ſhall be bound to put in a new Brother, or within Six Wecks at 
molt if the Maſter be far abſent, and upon the Maſters neglecting to fill up 


the Place within that time; It ſhall be in the power of the Biſhop to name 2 
Brother 
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Brother without the Maſter, who ſhall be accordingly admitted. 
21. NO Woman, Child, Male Relation or Friend, ſhall be ſuffered to abide 


with him in the Room or Lodging of any Brother, on any account, except 
à Nurle to take care of the Sick. 


22. NO Brother ſhall preſume to be abſent from Prayers, to go abroad, 
much leſs to lie out of the Houſe, without leave of the Maſter or his Deputy, 


which ſhall be ſparingly allowed, and the time of abſence not above two or 
three days, and the leave to be noted in a Book kept for that purpoſe. 


23. THE Brethren ſhall attend duly Morning and Evening Prayer, Ser- 


mons on the Lords day, and the Holy Sacrament of the Lords Supper, as 


often as it ſhall be adminiſtred, and they ſhall be there carly at the beginning; 


of the reſpective Offices, and continue there to the end: And the better to 
know who performs this Duty, the Clerk of the Chappel ſhall keep a weekly 


Roll, with the Names of the Brethren, and prick at the Name of every one 
preſent, and on Monday Morning deliver this Roll to the Maſter or his Depu- 
ty, in order to their receiving Admonition or Correction according to the 
heinouſneſs of their Offence. 


24. THE Chaplain of the ſaid Hoſpital ſhall be conſtant in reading the 
Morning and Evening Service, according to the Liturgy of the Church of 
England, and preach every Lords day, and moſtly upon Catechetical heads, 
and adminiſter the Holy Sacrament four times in the Year at leaſt, of which 
the ſolemn Feſtivals of Chriſtmas, Eaſter, and Whitſuntide, ſhall be three ot 
the times; be ſhall be diligent in viſiting the Sick, and exhorting the Well, 


as often as he knows of their doing amiſs. 


, 


25. FOR the Employment of their Thoughts on Week days, a Bible and 


Whole Duty of Man ſhall be provided for every Inn- Brother, which upon the 
death of any one of them, ſhall go with all the Furniture of his Chamber 
(bought by the Maſter ) to his Succeſſor, and they thall be often put in mind 
| of 
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of Daily Prayers in ſecret in their own Rooms. 


26, NO Brother ſhall be allowed to be a Drunkard, a Fornicator or Un- 
chaſte, a Caballer or Miſchief-maker, Profane, a Deſpiſer of God, Religion or 
Divine Worſhip, injurious or unſociable to his Fellows, diſreſpectful, ſaucy, 
or diſobedient to the Maſter, or in a word, be guilty of any notorious crime 
or live a diſorderly offenſive Life. 


27. IN all theſe caſes, the Mafter to whom the Power and Authority of 
governing the Brethren and Servants of the Houſe is committed, ſhall by 
himſelf or his Deputy, or the Chaplain, corre& and puniſh the Offender, 
according to the quality and degree of the Offence, ( that 1s to ſay ) at firſt, 
by a ſerious Admonition and Warning, and then by ſuſpending him from 
his Diet for two, three, or more days, according to the Maſter's Pleaſure: 
Provided that the Suſpenſion be never longer than three Weeks at a time, 
and the value of the Diet of the ſuſpended Perſon be divided among ſuch of 
the Brethren as are not Offenders; And if after the exerciſe of ſuch Diſcip- 
line, any Brother ſhall go on to offend in the ſame way, the Maſter ſhall then 


carry his Complaint of him to the Biſhop, that he may be removed, or other- 
wiſe puniſhed as the Biſhop ſhall think fit. 


28. WE Ordain, that the ſaid Brethren who are well and ſound, do eat 
together at Dinner in their Common Hall or Room, according to a Conſti- 
tution of Thomas Langley to that effect, unleſs for reaſons to be given to the 


Biſhop, he ſhall diſpenſe with this Rule for any time. One of the Brethren 
{hall be choſen by themſelves to fay Grace before and after Meat, or give 


God Thanks for the bountiful Proviſion he hath made for them, and tor 
railing up ſuch Benefactors to them. 


29. THE Woman who is to waſh their Cloaths &c. ſhall be of middle Age 
of good Fame and Converſation, as the fame alſo is required of all the other 
Servants and Miniſters belonging to the Houſe.

30. WE do revive and enforce the late Orders concerning the manner of 
Diet of the Brethren throughout the Year, with ſome ſew alterations, as 
annexed in a ſeperate Paper, which We order to be tranſcribed and hung 


up in the Hall where the Brethren eat. 


31. LASTLY, as to the Relicf of poor Travellers at the Gate, which hath 
been cuſtomary, and no doubt piouſly intended, We give no Injunctions; 
idle Vagrants ſhovid be diſcouraged and puniſhed, neceſſitous Travellers on 
their honeſt occaſions ſupplied, but care ſhould be taken that ſuch as have 


no legal Settlement be not made burthenſome to the Hoſpital, by an indif- 
crect Relief, as is directed by an Act of Parliament for aſcertaining of Settle- 


ments,

Sum of Four Hundred Pounds of good and lawful Money of Great Britain, 
to be paid to the ſaid Right Reverend Father or to his certain Attorney or 
his Succeſſors, to which payment well and truly to be made, I bind myſelf 
my Heirs Executors and Adminiſtrators and every of them by theſe Pre- 
ſents, ſealed with my Seal dated this fourth day of Auguſt in the twelfth Year 
of the reign of our Sovereign Lord George the ſecond by the grace of God 
of Great Britain France and Ireland King Defender of the Faith and fo forth 
and in the Year of our Lord One Thouſand Seven Hundred and Thirty Eight.

Maſterſhip, upon the happy return of King Charles the ſecond, was reſtored 
to his ſaid Maſterſhip, but without any Compenſation for the Stock loſt and
